Millburn” estimated that feed 
grain seeding Ontario is only 
trom ten to seventy per cent com- 
pleted, And he pointed out that | 
these crops are badly needed to | 
supplement what be broughe 
into Ontario from Western Cana- 
da. And he adds “if ceilings go off | 
Western grain and the subsidies 
fre removed the farmer's Bree | 
ment will be even worse. Western | 
grein will then start moving to the 
United States rather than to Tor- 
onto.

Ottawa, (BUP)—Priy- 
ately owned radio in Canada today 
called for a charter of freedom of 
speech on the air for an independ- 
ent regulatory body and for a Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation di- 
vested of the power to regulate its 
competitors.

Tragic History Linked With 
Unmarked Grave At Woodville 


Woodville (PNS)—The unmarked 
grave about four miles from Wood- 
ville, on the side of No. 46 High- 
way, which has made many people 
curious, has a history behind it. It 
1s over 100 years old and is a link 
in one of the first tragedies follow- 
ing the coming of the white men 
to this area, 

Behind the following story, wrlt- 
ten by a relative of the person who 
was buried {n the grave, Mrs, Wm 
MacPherson, (the former Jessie 
Williamson) lies a history of a plo- 
neering spirit’ that makes Canada 
the great country that she is today. 

Mrs. MacPherson writes: 

“On Feb. 16th. 1796 Robert Will- 
Jamson first saw the light of day, 
for on that day he was born into 
the family of one of the prominent 
citizens of the town of Sanguhar, 
located in Dumfriesshire, Scot- 
land,” 

“The {amily was of staunch Pres- 
byterian stock.'” 

“Little is known the early 
years of Robert's life, save for the 
that while still in his carly 
he became the lawfully 
wedded husband of Isabella Cring- 
en and four children were born to 
them.”

“The year 1831 proved to be a 
most eventful one for this family, 
for in that year Robert Williamson, 
his young wife and four children, 
fortified by good ‘health, lofty am- 
bitions and a sense of God's loving 
care, departed from the shores of 
Auld Scotia to seek a home and a 
new fortune in the new world ac- 
ross the sea, a world represented to 
them as, ‘The Land Flowing with 
Milk and Honey,’ '” 

“At the end of a voyage of six 
weeks duration the family of Robert 
Williamson landed on the shores of 
North America and then proceeded 
to the scene of thelr new homestead 
which they were to erect on Lot 14, 
concession 2, in Eldon Township, 
four miles from Woodville on High- 
wey No, 46." 

“The place of their new abode 
was called "The Anchor Farm’ and 
it was a favorite stopping off place 
for pioneer trayellers- who passed 
by.” 

Robert and his wife were well 
blessed with such a religious back- 
ground {t was only natural that in 
thelr first Canadian home they 
should establish the family altar 
and in these services the Bible used

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Speaking at the meeting of the 
local Plowmen’s Association here 
Monday night Mr. E, Seaman, an 
English farmer from King’s Lynn, 
Norfolk, told of some of the dif- 
ferent aspects of farming in that 
country as compared to Canadian 
methods. 

Plowing to 30 inches in depth 
was not uncommon there, he said, 
the reason for this being to facilit- 
ate drainage and to see that the 
soil was always well mixed. Drain- 
age was a big problem British ag- 
riculture, he told the Canadian au-- 
dience, and in much of the Nor- 
folk area pumping stations were 
used in much the same manner as 
in Holland, Another trick of the 
British farmer to facilitate drain- 
age was to stand the furrows on 
end. 

The area around King’s Lynn is 
one of the biggest potato grow- 
ing areas in the British Isles, Mr. 
Seaman said, and a yield of over 
500 bushels to the acre was average, 
One farmer close to him had 5,000 
acres of potatoes last year, he sta- 
ted, all of which were picked up by 
hand. 

He blamed the lack of mechan- 
ization in British agriculture to tho 
fact that few machines so far 
made were adaptable to the vari- 
able conditions existing In England. 
Numerous demonstrations had been 
held, he said, but the machines had 
not proved satisfactory. 

Speaking on the subject of milch 
cows, he sald the standard of barns 
to shelter cows was much higher in 
England than jn Canada, He added

Was one presented to them on their 
farewell from the old land. This 
Bible still remains intact.” 

“The nearest point to the Anchor 
Farm at which there was a store 
was the hamlet of Beaverton, This 
place could only be reached by a 
blazed trail through the woods ana 
was approximately ten miles dis- 
tant. The wheat of the farm had 
to be carried to Beaverton to be 
ground into flour, and many a back 
ached under the strain of bearing a 
a bushel at a time. This was often 
the women's task while the men 
were occupied with fire fighting 
and tree cutting in their efforts to 
establish a homestead.” 

“The Williamson family were in 
this country only a short time when 
tragedy stalked in their “midst. 

ath came to the little family and 
claimed the lfe of James, 
youngest child. He was the victim 
of a’falling tree and was. killed in- 
stantly. In the absence of a qual- 
ified undertaker, minister and es- 
tablished cemetery, the parents 
were forced’ to handle ’burial arran- 
gements themselves. They made a 
casket by hand and laid the tiny 
body to rest near what they knew 
some day would be a public road. 
This road is at present Highway 46. 
However although little James died 
over a hundred years ago his grave 
is still to be seen by anyone who 
passes that way, for the township 
has taken care to see that the lit- 
tle resting place was kept in good 
condition.” 

“Sometime later Robert and his 
family moyed to lot 21, concession 
3, in Eldon and on this farm Rob- 
ert and his wife Isabella lived the 
rest of their lives and when they 
passed to the great beyond thelr 
bodies were laid away in the beau- 
tiful Stone Church Cemetery near 
Beaverton, itself a landmark and 
a place of historic prominence.” 

“There are many descendants of 
Robert and Isabella Willlamson to 
be found in various parts of Canada 
making their living at various trad- 
es. Some farming, other teaching, 
still others nursing or pracising 
medicine and many too have seen 
action in the service for their 
country in World Wars one and 
two,” . 

“There are today six generations 
of the descendants of these two 
Scotch pioneers and though Robert 
and Isabella Williamson sleep the 
sleep of the just, yet they lve on 
in those who have come after them. 
‘They, belng dead yet speaketh,’ 
The outstanding character and 
spiritual fervor of these, their fol- 
lowers {s the best monument to the 
memory of these brave souls of 
whom it can be truly sald.”

Some Crops Th 
Handica 


The Ontario Agriculture College 
has issued a bulletin in which it 
lists a number of crops which can 
be sown the latter part of May or 
early June with excellent chances 
for success. 

Prof, Jas. Laughland, Field Husb- 
andry Dept., O.A.C., says that one 
of these is grain corn. Says Prof. 
Laughland “There are suitable 
strains for many parts of Ontario, 
and the only thing that is holding 
it back is the question of harvest- 
ing where mechanical pickers are 
not ayailable. I would recommend 
a few acres of corn for grain on 
the average stock farm in Central 
and Southern Ontario, even if the 
husking has to be done by hand. 
Harvesting cames at a time when 
other field work is pretty well over. 
Forty to fifty bushels per acre o1 
shelled corn can reasonably be ex- 
pected and in some of the corn 


rive Under

contests ylelds of sixty to seventy 
bushels have been obtained.” 

The professbr says the soybean 
is anyther crop that could still be 
sown with good prospects for suc- 
cess if early varieties are used. Soy- 
beans are required for the oil they 
contain, and if more of them were 
grown there would be more soybean 
ollmeal, which is a valuable con- 
centrate in feeding rations. Soy- 
beans, he says, can also be chopped 
with other grain and fed on the 
farm to cattle and sheep, However, 
he cautions, they should not be 
used for fattening hogs. 

Still another crop which can be 
sown late is a mixture of buck- 
wheat and barley. Professor Laugh- 
land says this mixture does best 
if sown by the end of May but that 
buckwheat alone may be sown up 
until June 15th. Millet and sorg- 
hum are other crops recommended 
by him for late sowings. 


Abandon Hope For Fishermen;

The finding of thelr overturned 
canvas-covered skiff on the north 
shore of Snake Island in Pigeon 
Lake, near Bobcaygeon, has led 
Provincial Constable W. G, Milton 
of Lindsay to presume that the 
Hamilton men, missing in the area 
since Sunday, haye been drowned. 
The missing men--E, A. Schultz, 69, 
and his son William, 34-- were last 
seen Sunday night at Nogie's Creek 
purchasing fishing bait. They left 
Hamilton on Saturday on a fish- 
ing expedition in the Kawartha 
Lakes area and had not returned 
home when expected. Relatives be- 
came alarmed and a search for the 
men was instituted. 

The boat, believed to have been 
swamped in Sunday's rainstorm 
was found by a guide, Stanley 
Nicholls, about 414 miles from the 
father and son's tent-camp on Big 
Island, a heavily timbered area of 
1,000 acres. 

The search for the missing men 
was alded by M. Launsbury, broth- 
er-in-law, and Patrick Cline, bro- 
ther of the elder Mrs, Schultz. 
They have since offered a reward

CBC Moving In 


* Ottawa, May 30—Toronto's radio 
station OFRB must inform the Fe- 
deral Department of Transport be- 
fore July 1 what frequency it wish- 
es in substitution for its present 
spot on the dial, 860, according to 
documents put before the House of 
Commons Radio Committee today. 
Previously CFRB had been order- 
ed to vacate the 860 spot by June 1 
in order that the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation might take over 
the frequency. A minute of the 
CBC Board of Governors filed with 
the committee stated that CFRB 
had not forwarded the required te- 
chnical brief in the Department of 
Transport stating which of certain 
proffered substitute frequencies it 
would take. 

The minute stated that no other 
radio station would be disturbed if 
CFRB switched to 1010 kilocycles, 
Another month was given the sta- 
tion to make a choice and the dead- 
line set back to July 1, 

The CBC reported that as of May 
23 it Qad spent $222,000 on the radio 
station it is building at Hornby to 
take over the 860 frequency, Estim- 
ated cost of the completed station 
is $300,000. It was also disclosed 
that the estimated cost of the fre- 
quency modulation transmitter at 
CBL Toronto was $45,000.

British Colonial 


Sir Andrew Jones, head of the 
British Food Mission to Canada, 
lashed out against the criticism of 
the British Colonial policy by the 
United States press. He sald the 
criticism took two forms-- criticism 
against the so-called Imperialistic 
aims of the British policy and criti- 
cism against the so-called exploit- 
ation of those colonies. 

He was speaking at the first in- 
ter-club meeting sponsored by the 
local Kinsmen Club at Gil-Mar 
Lodge, Sturgeon Lake, attended by 
about 150 people and at which the 
Kinsmen clubs from Bobcaygeon, 
Whitby, Peterboro, Oshawa, Tor- 
onto, Uxbridge, Cobourg and Lind- 
say were represented. 


Commenting, on the first 
charge, that of Imperialism in Co]- 
onial policy, he said that had been 
answered yery ably by Gen. Smutts 
of South Africa whom he quoted 
as having safd, “British Imperial- 
ism ended with the Boer War.” 

He explained the method of goy- 
ernment in British West Africa, 
where he has lived for nearly 30 
years as a member of the Colonial 
Office. He said the system of rule 
-in West Africa, as in other colonies, 
was the system of trusteeship, The 
two duties of a trustee are to put 


expanding its facilities to the limit 
of the resources of the colony un- 
til it can eventually take over its 
own management. 


In, Gold Coast, deepwater harbors 
have been made and the road sys- 
tems now compare favorably with 


now good hospitals and the edu- 
cational facilities were 50> times 
Greater than {n 1920. 


In 1938 only 32 per cent of the 
produce exported from West Africa 
went to Great Britain and 35 per 
cent of the imports came from the 
Mother Country. “You cannot call 
that exploitation,” he declared. 

In a more gencral way he told of 
life in the African Colonies, He 
mentioned four prominent Can- 
adians who had done much for West 
Afica. One was a Dr. Mahaffy who 
had attended Toronto University 
with Hon. L.M, Frost and’ who, Sir 
Andrew stated, had contributed 
more to the stamping out of yellow 
fever than any othe, man. 


In size, in population and eco- 
nomically, West Africa is not a 
small part of the British Empire, 
he told his audience. It has a com- 
bined area of 500,000 square miles 
with a populatron of 30-million 
people. ft produces 50 per cent of 
the world’s supply of cocoa and a 
large amount of palm oil and pea- 
nuts. He said the oils produced 
there were used in the manufacture 
of margarine which is banned from 
Canada but which the British 
people find quite palatable. Tin, 
fron ore, gold and industrial dia- 
monds also come West Africa, 
he pointed out, 

He said that grants of $480-mil- 
fon were made to the colonies dur- 
ing the war, Mterest free. “Can 


that bo called exploitation?”, he 


asked. 

He went on to say 250,000 Afri- 
cans had yoluteered for active ser- 
vice during the last war. not be- 
cause they had a quarrel with Ger- 
many, but to protect their trustee- 
ship mode of government, “That 
is my answer to the acid question 
of whether or not our system of 
government is acceptable to the 
people,” he concluded.

UNITED KINGDOM SOIENTIST 

DISCOVERS IMPORTANT NEW 
LAW OF UNIVERSE 


One of the greatest enigmas of 
modern physics has just been soly~ 
ed by a United Kingdom scientist. 
Professor Blackett of Manchester 
has described to the Royal Society 
researches which provide evidence 
for a new law of the universe, This 
law establishes a connection be- 
tween the theory of electromagnee- 
tism end that of general relativity 
as well as linking electricity and 
magnetism with gravitation. The 
absence of any such observed link 
has Jong been one of the most baf- 
fling puzzles which has exercised 
the best scientific brains the world 
over since Einstein first propound- 
ed his General Theory of Relativity 
jn 1915, Professor Blackett's theory 
is that rotating bodies - including 
the Earth, the Sun and the stars - 
produce magnetic fields by virtue 
of their spinning motion, This law 
which it may well be possible to test 
by laboratory experiment thus es- 
tablishes for the first thme a defin-~ 
ite relation between gravitation and 
magnetism.

TABLE SALT AND HIGH 
BLOOD PRESSURE 


During the hot weather, more sal- 
ads will be eaten which means an 
increase in the amount of salt us- 
ed. The increase in table salt may 


really be of great help in preventing 
heat strokes or simply enabling us | 
to withstand the heat without too | 
much discomfort. 

As menioned before, industrial 
plants place tablets of salt contain- 
ing 15 grains ( a quarter teaspoon) 
beside their water taps and work- 
ers are encouraged to take a tablet 
every time they drink water. This 
is a ready method of preventing too 
much loss of table salt in the pers- 
piration. i 

Now while the body must have 
table salt to hold fluids in the | 
body the use of too much table salt 
in those who are overweight tends 
to hold too much water in the tis- 
sues.as fat tissue holds water al- 


Another condition in which too 
much table salt is dangerous is in 
those with high-blood pressure (hy- 
pertension). In American Journal 
of Medicine, New York, Drs, G. A. 
Perera and D, W. Blood repore 
their observations on 12 patients 
with high-blood pressure (no com- 
plications) and 12 individuals (con- 
trols) with normal blood pressure, 
following complete withdrawal of 
table salt for 24 hours. 

Despite the fact that there was 
no other change in the’ diet, it was 
found that those with normal blood 
pressure lost weight and passed 
More urine; whereas those with 
high-blood pressure lost no weight 
and did not pass an increased am-

Blood believe that the above results 
of doing without salt for 24 hours 
shows a disturbance in the way 
salt and water . is handled by the 
body of those with high-blood pres- 
sure. ‘ : 


Now this does not mean that the | 
individual of normal weight and | 
blood pressure should cut down on | 
table salt. Every tissue in the body 
needs, salt to do its, work properly 
and, also, salf means much to our 
enjoyment of food. What it does 
mean is that those who have high 
blood pressure and those who are 
overweight should cut down some} 
of their daily intake of table salt.

TALK ABOUT WEATHER! 

Talk of the weather is no longer 
idle conversation for Canada’s 
farmers....In fact it has become a 
serious topic of discussion as un- 
reasonable weather threatens to cut 
agricultural production. 


Referring to the effect of the cold, 
wet spring on farming, Agriculture 
Minister Kennedy dwelt on the feed 
grain situation, a problem that aris- 
es in farmers’ minds as they won- 
der about next winter's feeding 
prospects. Barley and oats form 85 
per cent of the provinces feed crop 
and seeding has only been complet- 
ed halfway at this late date. And 
the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture does not belleve that much 
more feed grain seeding will take 
place this year in this province. 

“Undoubtedly,” + said Kennedy, 
there will be a great drop in pro- 
duction of everything that requires 
coarse grain feed.” This statement 
foreshadows a drop in livestock, egg 
and poultry production this year, 

Kennedy said that he expects 
the decrease in agricultura] produc- 
tion this year in the province--- 
throughout Canada as far as that 
goes---will make serious inroads on 
deliveries of meat to Britain. 

The Agricultural Minister said 
that when farmers haven't suffi- 
clent feed grains there will be no- 
thing that can be done to rectify | 
the livestock position. | 

The expected shortage will also 
hit hard at the profits of Ontario 
farmers, Without feed grains to 
carry them through the winter far- | 
mers will probably have to dig into 
their livestock profits to purchase 
Western feed grains. Hardest hit in 
Ontario are the Prescott and Russel) | 
districts where only five per cent | 
of the seeding is completed because | 
of the floods and the general un- 
favorable spring weather. Renfrew 


County reports that only 15 per | 
cent of seeding is completed, while 
Halton County has only 30 per 
cent of seeding operations finished. | 
In Northern Ontario practically 
no oats or barley have been seeded 
to date this year, with two inches | 
of snow seen at Cochrane last week. |

Koreans Flee Soviets for U.S. Zone

Seoul, Korea, (NEA) — De- 
spite agreement to keep the bord- 
er between U, S. and Russian occue 
pled zones of Korea closed, more 
than a thousand Koreans are flee- 
ing southward into the U. S. zone 
every day. 


This flood of refugees is expected 
to be an important question on the 
agenda of the Joint American So- 
viet Commission for Korea, which 
has reconvened for the first time 
in a year. 


One strong motive behind the 
migration from the north appears 
to be food shortages in that zone, 
Refugees complain that only those 
holding Communist party cards are 
given a rice ration or are permitted 
to vote. Others, less concerned with 
politics, are trying to rejoin mom- 
bers of their families living in the 
south, 


The Army processes them all, in- 
noculates them against seyeral dis- 
eases, sprays them with DDT and 
relieves them of all money above 
1000 yen per person. Refugees are 
given a receipt for their surplus 
cash and the extra money is depos- 
ited in their names in blocked ac- 
counts at Korean banks, 

At the present time the refugees 
are moved into southern provinces 
and are not allowed to settle in Se- 
oul because of the overcrowded con- 
dition and the food problem in the 
capital, 


1TH DIVISION ON GUARD 

The job of guarding the 38th par- 
allel belongs to the U. S. 7th. Div- 
ision, which moved in here at the 
end of hostilities after combat duty 
at Kwajalein, Leyte and Okinawa, 
And the most isolated detachment 
of the 7th is a section of Company 
F, 32nd Infantry, stationed on the 
lonely Ongjin Peninsula which juts 
out into the Yellow Sea. 

Only access to the Peninsula is by 


air or through 20 miles of Russian 


territory that separates ‘t from the 
rest of the American Occupation 
Zone, This group of one officer and 
56 enlisted men guard 20 miles of 
the parallel border and the Penin- 
sula, All supplies and mail are 
conveyed through Russian territory 
to the outpost. 

Capt. George Gould, Holden, 
Mass,, commander of Company F. 
says his company, mostly teen age 
GIs just out of high school, are try- 
ing to do the work of regiment or 
even a combat division, They are 
Supposed to guard their assigned 
section of the parallel, he says, as- 
sist Korean police on request and 
help the natives establish a demo- 
cratle government, 

High spot of their week, however, 
is the convoy trip through the Rus- 
sian Zone. 

A Jovial Russian Senior Lieuten- 
ant, wearing two ribbons for “vic- 
tory over Japan,” and several Rus- 
slan enlisted men meet the convoy 
at a Russian outpost and escort the 
trucks through their territory, The 
Russians ride In a three-quarter- 
ton U. 8. Army weapons carrier, 


DIPLOMATIC AMENITIES 


With the ald of a War Depart- 
ment interpreter, the Russian’ of- 
ficer and the convoy commander 
exchange comments on the weath- 
er and other insignificant topics, 
check the number of trucks in the 
convoy, set the speed and then 
start, 

No photographs are permitted 
and cameras of all Gls are surren- 
dered to the convoy commander be- 
for the trip starts, 

Except for pictures of Stalin, 
Russion war heroes, and Kim II 
Sung, commander of the North Ko- 
rean Army, all prominently display- 
ed, the Russlan Zone looks much 
like the U, S. area, In Haeju, a city 
of 85,000 and the largest the con- 
voy passes through, there are sey- 
eral dozen families of Russian sol- 
diers, who are housed {n a former 
Japanese officers’ barracks, 

Until the Commission decides 
what it will do about the border, 
this weekly convoy trip remoins one 
of the few contacts between the 
two occupying armies.

TRAVELLING LIBRARIES 


Congress Urged to Set Aside $2,500,000 
To Spread Bookmobile Idea in Rural Areas

Washington, June (NEA) A book

But Bookmobiles, those travelling 
country libraries that plow through 
mud or snow filled country roads to 
scattered rural readers, still reach 
far too few persons, the American 
Library Association believes. 


Congress 1s being urged to appro- 
priate $2,500,000 to spread bookmo- 
hile ideas all over the U. S, It would 
give 35,000,000 American citizens 
access to free library service who 
don't have {t now, Most of those 
who would benefit would be farm- 
ers 

Several states already have book- 
mobiles operating, Persons who 
have been working on them are 
telling Congress how much good 
they do, 


In a Loulsiana parish a farm wife 
told a bookmobile operator that bée- 
fore the service started she had just 
about made up her mind to leave 
her husband, She said her husband 
spent every night in town drinking 
after the chores were finished. 


Then one day the library arrived. 
The distraught wife thought she 
might kill her lonely evening hours 
by reading. She discovered that 
reading aloud to herself made tt 
even less lonely, One night her 
husband came home a little early 
from his cups and heard her, He 
became interested in the story she 
was reading. After that he stayed 
home every night, listening to her 
read. 

An Alabama farmer asked a 
bookmobile driver to bring out a 
hook on pipe-fitting. The farmer

WAR ORPHANS 

Hundred’s of Europe’s War Or- 
phans — old before their time — 
have come to America to start life 
all over again. And hundreds more 
are patiently waiting out endless 
processing and quota calls for the 
chance to come to this land of op- 
portunity. 

#yelyn Smith, a consultant with 
the children’s bureau social service 
division — points out that — oddly 
enough—most of the orphans are 
not infants, They are children— 
mostly boys — who range in age 
from 13 to 18. 

‘There is a tragic reason for this. 

The softispoken consultant ex- 
plains that few children under the 
age of 12—who, were separated from 
their parents—survived the end of 
the war because of the terrible de- 
privations they suffered. The or- 
phans coming over now are young 
adolescents— some of whom haye 
had experiences few people in this 
country can imagine. ‘They have 
worked in slave labor camps. They 
have lived for years without family 
ties. They survived by their wits 
and courage in the midst of perse- 
cution and brutality, 

Consequently, Miss Smith points 
out that they are too old for adopt- 
fon in this country. Potential par- 
ents prefer to adopt 
children under two years. 

Miss Smith says these young im- 
migrants who have lived nights 
that seemed like a hundred years 
are being placed in foster homes. 
The homes are found for them by 
social agencies approved by the 
children's bureau. Miss Smith ex- 
plains that an attempt is made to 
place the children according to 
their religious affiliation. 

She says the children have am- 
azing “integrity” and “self-reli- 
ance.” Months and sometimes 
years in displaced persons camps in 


| Germany and Austria could not 
She doesn’t like playing be- | 


break them. 

Most are eager for an education, 
One 16-year-old girl—who has had 
no schooling since she was 10— is 


other child was placed in a foster 
home and after two days complain- 
ed because he had not yet been 
sent to school. 

Miss Smith also observes that 
poster parents—as well as the chil- 
dren—have to be educated. The 
foster parents must be prepared for 
the special problems they are like- 
ly to meet. The children are not 
delinquents — bit many had to 
steal at times to live. The children 
are pathetically grateful for affec- 
tlon and return it warmly.—Once 
they have decided their new rela- 
tions can be trusted.

AUXILIARY POWER FOR LIND- 
SAY A VALUABLE, OBTAIN- 
ABLE ASSET 

In its April summary of primary 
power loads the Ontario Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission records 
an increase of 10.2 per cent over the 
same month last year, The sum- 
mary, in tabulating figures showing 
the peak loads, advises that “they 
represent loads actually carried and 
that jt must be born in mind that 
owing to a DEFICIENCY IN POW- 
ER RESOURCES, LOADS HAVE 
BEEN SEVERELY CURTAILED in 
Southern Ontario.” And it adds “a 
comparison of potential power de~ 
mands in Southern Ontario would 
show a much greater Increase than 
indicated by these figures.”” 

‘These remarks coming from the 
Ontario H.E.P.C, can only be in- 
terpreted to mean that the Province 
is in the midst of an accute power 
shortage. The Hon. L.M, Frost tells 
us the crisis will not be past until 
about 1950. 

It is for this reason that the Post 
continues to advocate an auxiliary 
generating plant for Lindsay, Diesel 
generating equipment is recognized 
as an economical source of auxiliary 
power and a oareful study of the 
possibility of emplying it here would 
seem to be the responsibility of the 
Lindsay Hydro Commission, Town 
Council and the Water Commission. 

With an auxiliary Diesel gener- 
ating plant of adequate size to re- 
lieve peak power loads, Lindsay's 
power problems could be greatly 
alleviated. And, if such equipment 
were installed it ts entirely likely 
that the need for curtailment of 
power consumption here would be 
removed. 

Everyone wants Lindsay to be a 
leading town, industrially and 
otherwise, It needs adequate power 
resources to forge ahead. Those 
resources are available and can de 
utilized here to provide the town 
with ample power reserves if the 
Lindsay Hydro Commission, Coun- 
-cil and the Water Commission co- 
operate in their procurement. 


PLANT SOME GARDEN 
THIS YEAR 

Not for many years has Ontario 
experienced such an unfavorable 
spring from the standpoint of crop 
cultivation.. On every hand are re- 
ports of delayed seeding, flooding 
and other serious consequences of 
a cold; wet spring. They are all 
potential threats to the nation’s 
Jarder. 

During the war much stress was 
placed upon the importance of 
planting a victory garden to help 
increase the food supply of the na- 
tion. The need for planting a gar- 
den is just as great this year as it 
sver was during the war. 

It is not too late to start now to 
pian for a nice little plot of veg- 
Vables which, besides yielding plea- 

; sant relaxation and recreation, will- 
provide for an adequate supply of 
some of the necessities of life 
throughout the summer. 

A big garden {s not necessary to 
chieve amazing results. Careful 
planning will enable anyone with a 
small plot of tillable land to pro- 
duce abundance of fresh summer 
vegetabes for an ayerage family. 

This has all the earmarkings of 
an emergency year insofar as food 
supplies are concerned so let's dig 
in and produce, It will be worth 
the effort. 

THE MISUSE OF THE ATOM 

It is sometimes disturbing to note 
-he callousness with which scient- 
Ists doing atomic research work re- 
Yer to the probable ability of cer- 
tain atomic weapons to commit 
wholesale slaughter of human be- 
ings. 

A recent Washington press disp- 
atch states “Scientists are weighing 
the possibility of exploding an at- 
emic bomb jn the midst of storm 
clouds to credte a literal rain of 
death. Proponents of the idea say 
{t would be necessary only to watch 
the drift of weather toward a tar- 
get and select a day when rain 
clouds several thousand feet thick 
were floating overhead. Radar 
would pick up the target for the 
bombing plane, and the bomb would 
be exploded in the thick of the 
storm,” 

Is it not alarming that such a 
terrible weapon should even be con- 
relved in the minds of men, let al- 
one be brought into being? 

This is but one of the potential 
and terrifying atomic weapons with 
which scientists (if they be rightly 
termed such) are experimenting in 
one of the most ciyilized countries 
of the world. 

Is it any wonder then that many 
right thinking men, including Ber- 
nard Baruch, are pressing for a 
strong international control of at- 
omic energy? How else can the 
world be saved from the horrors o1 
an atomic warfare? 


Even though a strong interna- 
tonal control of atomic energy is 
established it is doubtful if argy real 
measure of security will haye been 
achieved unless the control is ex- 
tended to the atomic energy scien- 
tists. Direction of | their efforts 
must be toward experiments which 
will benefit mankind and not de- 
stroy it if the atom is going to serve 
any useful purpose in the world. 
THE PIPER MUST BE PAID 

Finance Minister Abbott in re- 
plying to questions put by Howard 
Green, Conservative M.P. for Van- 
| couver South, In the House of 
| Commons Friday, told members of 
parliament. that heavy tax reduo- 
tions could not be forthcoming as 
Jong as heavy demands are made 
upon the government for special 
Services. 

Looking into the future the Fi- 
nance Minister said that he could 
not predict what the taxation scales 
will be next year or the year after 
because they will be based “on the 
demands of the people for Govern- 
ment service and our ability to cut 
down expenses wherever possible.” 

It is some time since the Canad- 
jan people have been told so blunt- 
ly that they must pay the piper if 
they would have his services, Tax- 
ation is the only means yet devis- 
ed to raise funds to pay for gov- 
ernment-sponsored social services 
and since it is the people who de> 
mand the one and must likewise 
pay the other, the extent to which 
they will be taxed is largely in 
their own hands. 

The key to the door of lower tax- 
ation is in the hands of the peo- 
ple. Thay have but two choices— 
more social legislation and more 
taxes or less social legislation and 
lower taxes. We cannot have our 
cake and eat it too. 


PLANNED ECONOMY FOR 
HIGHWAY TRANSPORTS? 

A Canadian National Railways 
official speaking at Welland last 
week said “that a close study of 
Canada’s transportation problem 
has revealed a clash between plan- 
ned economy, represénted by the 
railway rate structure designed for 
national needs, and la{ssez-falre 
economy as represented by highway 
transport.” 

As a solution to present difficul- 
ties, the spokesman suggestea that 
Dominion and Provincial sighway 
control might be coordinated un- 
der some central authority set up 
by the Dominion in collaboration 
with the provinces. This authority 
to be empowered to act as an 
appeal board. However, he said, 
that such. coordinated effort could 
not be realized until the transpor- 
tation situation: had been thorough- 
ly studied and a national policy 
adopted based on sound economics 
and fashioned to serve the needs 
of the nation as a whole. 

He predicted that until the people 
of Canada Insist upon a national 
transportation policy and the cre- 
ation of the machinery to ensure 
its proper functioning, they must 
continue to pay the extraordinary 
transportation costs inherent in the 
uneconomic struggle between rall- 
way and highway transport. 

What the C.N.R. official is really 
Proposing is state control of the 
entire transportation system of 
Canada, Here is a case of state 
ownership versus private enterprise 
with private enterprise evidently 
giving state ownership a hard run 
for its money. 

Canada’s experience with its 
state-owned railway is not one to 
inspire much confidence in its op- 
eration. Except on rare occasions, 
this state enterprise has put the 
country considerably in the hole. 
Its record of operations sowing far 
more debit than credit balancos 
over thé years. 

Frustrated by the inroads which 
highway transport has made into 
its business the C.N.R. spokesman 
Is suggesting that privately-owned 
trucking companies become jn- 
volved in a plannéd economy which 
will enable the railway to compete 
on an equal basls. 

It is not difficult to imagine 
what would happen to the highway 
transport business should they ever 
be so restricted. And what would 
happen to the users of highway 
transport would be even more tragic 

Planned economy in transporta- 
tion like planned economy in every- 
thing else will only work to the 
detriment of the nation, It should 
be vigorously opposed,

“THE TIMELESS MOMENT” 
By Lewis Milligan 

We have heard a great deal lately 
about Aplitting the atom, but what 
do we know about the split moment? 
One ts the smallest particle of mat- 
ter and the other Is the smallest 
partition of time, The atom of 
matter can be handled or held in 
place and examined under a mic- 
roscope, but the moment of time 
is intangible and elusive. “The fu- 
givitive moment refuse to stay,” says 
the old hymn, but Warner Allen, 
who has written a book on "The 
Timeless Moment,” believés that 
much can happen in what we cal) 
a “split second.” 

Warner Allén is an English jour- 
nalist who had lived a normal life 
And had thought little about the 
nature of time until something hap- 
pened in a tick which changed his 
Whole outlook—and inlook, He 
was passionately fond of music and 
poetry, and he also read detective 
stories and sampled wines. His 
friends knew him as one in com- 
fortable circumstances and a good 
“mixer,” and he was probably the 
last man they would have expécted 
to@s subject to sjidden conversion: 
He says himself that he had “liv- 
ed for nearly half a century with- 
out discerning in life any pattern 
or rational purpose.” 

Then a curiously vivid dream 
shaok his faith in his sceptical view 
of life and the universe. This 
dream led hm on a quest of truth 
through paths of intellectual dark- 
ness, but within a year of “clock 
time” an answer 2ame, “It flash- 
ed up lightning-wise during a per- 
formance of Beethoven's Seventh 
Symphony at the Queen’s Hall, in 
that triumphant fast moment when 
‘the morning stars sang together 
and the sons of God shouted for 
Joy’.” a CK 

We have heard of such things 
happening at revival meetings, but 
Warner Allen does not claim that 
his sudden conversion had anything 
to do with Christianity or any other 
religion. He says that the exper- 
lence shook him to the depths of 
his being, made him a “changed” 
man, and droye him to devote the 
remainder of his life to an intens- 
ive study of his Vision and to its 
interpretation in ordinary human 
terms. His book is the fruit of that 
study. 

It would be impossible in this 
brief article to trace the author's 
progress, byt it can be said that 
the philosophical conclusions at 
which ‘he has arrived are curiously 
orthodox. The problem of immor- 
tality does not bother him—the 
question does not arise. The soul 
{s immortal because its conscious- 
ness is timeless. Mr. Allen holds 
that there are two states of con- 
sciousness, one of which he calls 
“awareness” that has to do with 
the ordinary affairs of life. The 
real consciousness {fs that of the 
higher Self which at times breaks 
through the temporal shell of aw- 
areness or lower Self. He says: 
“Most of his life the Ego is con- 
sclous without being aware of It, 
and. he is still conscious when he is 
aware of nothing.” That is not very 
clear, and it may sownd silly; 
but it is worth thinking about. 

Mr. Allen, however, has worked 
his way through this mysticism to 
practical politics — or perhaps we 
should say to a point of view from 
which he regards certain politics 
as impracticable and futile. He in- 
terprets the life of the Soul in this 
world of time as an exile, yet an 
exile that is not far from home and 
redeemable by Love. In the very 
nature of things, life in this exile 
can never be perfect. The utopias 
of political {deologists are condem- 
ned before they are planned. Bt- 
ernal and unlyérsal happiness can- 
not be joined in our precarious and 
temporal condition, and Security 
cannot be built by human hands. 

“If the world is to be made bet- 
ter,” says Mr, Allen, “the work 
must not begin with the building 
of the outer walls with iron laws 
and cramping regulations .. . Free- 
dom and security can only be rec- 
onelled if the architect begins with- 
in. The world can only be chang- 
ed by a change of heart, and the 
heart can only be changed by those 
inward searchings which are the 
way to Enlightenment,” And he 
might have added that all the great 
souls who have lifted men and so- 
clety to higher levels were them- 
selves first lifted by the flash of 
{lumination in a Timeless Mom- 
ent, and whose faces were lit with 
the vision of the “City not made 
with hands, eternal in the heay- 
ens.”

BUTTER RATIONING SAID 
NEARING END 

Butter rationing appears to be 
on its Inst legs. The recent 10 
cent increase authorized by Ottawa 
when it discarded the 84 % but. fat 
subsidy will tend to ration it with- 
out the use of coupons, the grocery 
‘trade paper contends, Many house- 
wives are cutting down on consum- 
ption to equalize their former pur- 
chases in dollars and cents. 

“In addition to that, production 
has been going up steadily since 
mid-winter.” “The New Zealand 
shipment which Britain side-track- 
ed to Canada has also helped. So 
has the increase in the make fol- 
lowing reduction in fluid milk con- 
sumption with the removal of the 
milk subsidy a few months ago. 

“Cows fre out on grass again, the 
surplus should soon be sufficient to 
cancel the need of rationing. That 
is what every retailer is hoping for 
and will be disappointed if it doe- 
sn't happen.” (Canadian Grocer.) 
NEW SOURCE OF LIGHT 

New and important uses are being 
found for the black sands from the 
ocean beaches of New South Wales 
and Queensland, Latest develop- 
ment of the manufacture of ‘search- 
ight arcs from Sodium fluoride 
which is taken from the monosite 
found in the sand. 

Experiments by the Council for 
Sclentific and Industrial Research 
show that the sodium cores proy- 
ide one of the most brilliant sour- 
ces of light yet discovered. The 
black sands contain only 1 per cent. 
of monosite but the deposits. are 


cessible. ¢ 

Several chemicals are, taken from. 
the monosite, of these sillum and. 
fojunNare the most important. 
These find.use in many industrial 
processes including the manufac- 
ture of poloroid lenses, flints for 
cigarette lighters, incandescent, 
lanterns and paste. Before the 
war, considerable quantities of mo- 
nosite were exported from Austral- 
{a principally to the United States, 
Some restrictions however, were in- 
troduced, and now a license for ex- 
port must be obtained from the 
Federal authorities, (Australian 
News.) 

NEW TRANSPORTATION ERA 

Much interest has been created tn 
this district with the putting into 
service by the Canadian National 
Railways, on its Toronto-Montreal 
run, of a new diesel-electric loco- 
motive. Local residents feel they 
have a part in this new engine as 
it was produced by General Motors 
Corporation in the United States. 

The first diesel locomotive was 
used on the C. N. R. system in the 
late 20's. A test run was made be- 
tween Montreal and Toronto but 
this type never proved very satis- 
factory and was relegated to the 
shorter subdivisions. One of this 
type is still being used on the line 
between Blackwater and Lorne- 
ville in the northern section of 
Ontario County. 

Similar in design to the yard en- 
gines which Were introduced in To- 
ronto and Montreal as a step to- 
ward cutting down smoke nuisance, 
the new diesel-electric can move 
trains faster and more cheaply than 
the Conventional steam locomotive, 
They are bigger than steam loco- 
motives and the original cost is 
Greater, but at the same time they 
lend themselves to mass production 
and with the addition or subtrac- 
tion of units, according to the size 
of the train they are to pull, are 
adaptable to almost any condition 
which may arise. 

Their fast pick-up from a stand- 
ing position as well as their great 
spéed once under way will no doubt 
result in the cutting down of run- 
ning times over long disatnces. At 
the same time they are free from 
the pounding of the roadbed which 
is common with steam locomotives, 
This means that the cost of a,main- 
tenance of the right-of way will| 
be reduced.

EATING DURING HOT WEATH- 
ER 


Until recently, the idea of chang- 
ing the diet with the seasons did 
not enter the minds of many except 
to the point of cutting down from 
cooked cerenis to those ready to 
serve when warm weather arrived, 
Today many follow a special diet 
during each of the four seasons, 
which means more fruits and vege- 
tables in thely season, less meat 
during the hot weather and pres- 
erved rather than fresh fruits, 
Generally speaking, this is all that 
js necessary for the average heal- 
thy individual, 

‘As about three-fourths of all the 
food we eal is used to create heat 
and energy in the body, and we 
need less heat during warm or hol 
weather, cutting down on the total 
amount of food during spring and 
summer weather is good sense. 

Fortunately, it is during the late 
spring and summer months that 
fresh fruits and vegetables are 
available, and help to “fill” the 
stomach. and provide plenty of 
water. Yet they are not too rich in 
food oy fue! value at a time when 
the body needs less food. 

During the warm weather, the 
appetite craves fresh, cool, inviting 
foods and liquids, Less cooking in 
hot weather makes things easier 
for the housewife. Practically all 
fruits and vegetables are ripe and 
ready during July and August, 
which should make up the bulk of 
our meals. Food experts, then, 
suggest that we cut down on meat, 
fat foods, rich deserts and foods, 
which require much cooking. The 
total amount of food should be 
reduced from 20 to 25 per cent, To 
make up for reducing the meats, 
rich pastries and fats, an increased 
amount of eggs, milk, fruits and 
vegetables should be eaten during 
the hot months. 

Eat more cool foods and foods 
that are easily digested such as 
egg dishes, jellies, frozen desserts, 
cold meats, cream or cottage 
cheeses, salads. By cutting down 
during hot weather on the total 
amount of food or calories, and 
eating the foods suggested above, 
there will be more pleasure in eat- 
ing and more comfort after eating.

BENADRYL FOR RHINITIS- 
HEADCOLDS 


I have written before about the 
use of benadryl in hay fever and 
asthma, the reports from authorit- 
ative sources showing great relief in 
the majority of cases. That ben- 
adry] gives’ relief in the majority 
of cases of rhinitis (head colds, with 
running nose) is now reported by 
Dr. E. A. Thacker, Urbana, Ill, in 
“Archives of Nose and Throat.” 

Seyenty-two patients with head 
colds and asthma were treated with 
a total of 150 to 400 mg. of benad- 
ryl divided into 50 to 100 mg. given 
daily by mouth. In some cases the 
drug was given every three hours, 
and in other cases it. was given 
three times a day. If the treat- 
ment by benadryl relieved symp- 
toms, it was then stopped to see 
whether or not the symptoms ret- 
urned. Withdrawing the drug al- 
ways resulted in the return of the 
symptoms, yet even after prolong- 
ed’ use of benadryl (2 months) 
there was no protection against 
fresh attacks pf the symptoms, 

There were no harmful reactions 
from the use of benadryl, but al- 
most 40 per cent complained of 
drowsiness which lasted for the 
first day or two. Twenty-five per 
cent of the patients complained of 
dryness of, the mouth, 11 per cent 
noticed some nervousness and the 
dose was reduced, 7 per cent. com- 
plained of weakness and fatigue, 
and 5.5 per cent. had stomach dis- 
tress. 

As many cases of rhinitis and 
asthma were caused dy allergy (se- 
nsitiveness to \varfous substances), 
Dr. Thacker advises that benadryl 
should not be given to a patient 
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while he is receiving skin tests for | to which we are allergic, and neur- 


allergy. 

No claim is made that benadryl 
will cure rhinitis or asthma, bub it 
controls the symptoms while the 
patients are being studied, so that 
when the cause has been found 
suitable treatment can be given, 

While adrenalin (epinephrine) 
injected under the skin Js still con- 
sidered the best treatment for al- 
Jergic symptoms such as bad colds, 
hives and asthma, the use of bena- 
dry! by mouth wil be welcomed by 
many patients,

MORE REPORTS ON REMOVAL 
OF FRONT LOBES OF BRAIN 

It is known that of every 10 pa- 
tients entering mental Institutions, 
6 are able to return home and, in 
most cases, to their former occu 
pations. However, there are many 
cases in which every form of treat- 
ment has been given, Including 
psycho-analysis and shock treat- 
ment, without any improvement. As 
a last resort, the family ask the 
family physician about the oper- 
ation lobotomy (leukotomy), in 
which the front lobes of the brain 
are removed. This operation gives 
relief in cases in which fear and 
depression make life almost un- 
bearable, After consultations with 
physicians of the mental hospital 
and knowing that every form of 
treatment has failed in this case, 
the physician advises the family 
that it is worthwhile to have the 
loved one undergo the operation as 
a last resort. 

When this operation was first 
performed, nothing was promised 
patient or family except that the 
fears and depressions would be re- 
moved, the patient would be happy 
But he was not likely to be able to 
earn a living or shoulder any res- 
ponsibility whatever. However, re- 
cent reports from “various sources 
show that lobotomy not only brmys 
relief from fears and depressious 
but actually restores many to full 
mental strength, 

In the “Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal,” Drs, K.G. Mc- 
Kenzie and L.D. Proctor weport 
their results in 27 patients on whom 
they performed lobotomy, all of 
whom had received all the various 
methods of treatment without suc- 
cess. The commonest symptoms 
were fear, agitation or impulsive 
behavior, About 85 per cent of the 
cases showed improvement, rariging 
from improvement in their behavior 
in the hospital to complete recoy- 
eries. Thirteen of 27 patients who 


were previously considered to~ be’ 


hoplessly mentally ill have been 
returned to community life. 

When we look at these figures, 
85 per cent were improved and 13 
-- almost half - were returned to 
home and the community. Remem- 
ber that they had received all other 
forms of treatment without ‘being 
helped and were doomed to a life- 
time in hospital. We should all be 
willing to have our loved ones un- 
dergo this operation as it at least 
removes all their fears, and may 
restore them to normal, mentally.

FATIGUE 

One of the common expressions 
used a number of years ago in 
speaking of a thin individual was 
that he ate so much that he was 
always tired from carrying the food 
around, As a matter of fact, if too 
much food is eaten and there is an 
excess amount of wastes from the 
food in the. lower bowel, the in- 
dividual becomes tired for two 
reasons. One is from absorption of 
some of the wastes into the bloud 
where it acts almost like a poison. 
The other is from the weight of 
the waste matter pulling or drag- 
ging on the nerves of the bowel. 
This feeling of tiredness or weak- 
ness can thus be caused by eallog 
too much food and not using it up 
by work or exercise, or from simply 
not eating enough food. 

Among other causes of tiredness 
or fatigue are from eating foods 


asthenia -- mental, and physical 
tiredness, -- due to mental over- 
work, through emotional disturb- 
ances. It is known that where a 
food or foods is causing allergic 
symptoms such as stomach and 
Intestinal upsets, or “head colds’, 
watching the effect of certain foods 
by using a food diary, in which 
each item of food eaten at every 
meal 1s written down and the 
effects 1f any noted- jt Js not hard 
to track down the foods to which 
the individual 1s allergic, The treat- 
ment then in fatigue from allergy 
is to gradually remove the offending 
foods from the diet, Should some of 
these foods be absolutely necessary 
to maintain health and strength, 
small amounts of them should be 
eaten until the body processes can 
handle these foods without ceusing 


fatigue. 
In neurasthenia, called “nervous 
fatigue,” the family. physician 


should be consulted so as to make 
sure there js no infection (gums, 
teeth, tonsils), or tuberculosis pres- 
ent. If clear of infection, the pa- 
Ulent's life habits as to food, sleep 
fears, worries, frustrations, home 
life or other problems should be 
discussed with sympathy and firm- 
ness. By pointing out that his fa- 
tigue 1s not caused by, infection, 
and how tenseness of mind tires 
nerves and muscles, relief from 
fatigue is usually attained.

REHABILITATING OUR RE- 

TURNED MEN AND WOMEN 

When members of our armed 
forces returned safely to their 
homes, most of us may not have 
given it further thought but, un- 
fortunately, many were unable to 
resume their occupations because 
of some handicap caused by their 
war service. This means that they 
must be restored to the condition 
in which they were accepted by 
the army, navy, or air force. If, 
making allowance for their present 
age, they cannof be brought back 
to their former condition, naturally 
it is up to the goyernment to pro- 
vide an adequate pension. 

Despite the fact that there may 
be a few individuals in military 
and also In civilian life who “enjoy 
poor health,” the vast majority 
naturally want to be their best 
selves physically and will try their 
best to re-establish themselves. 
Some interesting figures on the 
results obtained in the re-establisn- 
ment or rehabilitation as it is more 
properly cailed, of returned men 
and women is reported in the “Ili- 
nois Medical Journal,” Chicago, by, 
Drs. EF. Pearson and D. Darling. 

It is the responsibility of the 
Illinois Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation to help in the vocation- 
al rehabilitation of the estimatea 
56,000 persons who can be aided 
to become productive and make a 
living for themselves. In order that 
the medica] profession of Mlinois 
should be familiar with the situ- 
ation and lend all possible aid to 
these handicapped returned men 
and women, Drs. Pearson and 
Darling outline the different dis- 
eases and ailments requiring treat- 
ment. 

These are the deaf and hard of 
hearing, epileptic, heart tuberculosis 
and blind patients, the crippled, the 
mentally il] and others are eligible 
for seryice “jf there is a reasonable 
possibility that the individual will 
be able to engage in an occupation 
after rehabilitation.” Services avail- 
able include medicai, surgicai and 
physical treatment. After patient is 
or nearly physically fit, he may be 
trained for a job. In Illinois it cost 
about $86 last year to rehabilitate 
an individual, but it cost as much 
as $500 to support a dependent 
handicapped person, 

Helping the individual who has 
given so much to his country, to be 
able to support himself and thus 
raise his morale is the aim of the 
government,

One Plant of New Zealand Spinach 
Will Fill a Bushel Basket, 


Green, leaf vegetables are among 
the basic foods, which everyone 
should eat regularly to insure 
adequate nutrition. While men 
have eaten ‘‘greens'’ for centuries, 
scientific knowledge of their great 
‘ood value is relatively recent, and 


tists. 
While those who buy their 
“greens” in markets must rely 


chiefly on spinach, which is easily 
grown and harvested, the home 
Sardener will find Swiss chard, New 
Zealand spinach and kale to be his 
most reliable sources of green leaf 
dishes. Spinach provides a harvest 
only during cool weather, but chard | 
and New Zealand spinach can be 
cut daily all summer long, and will 
constantly produce new, tender 
leaves for harvesting. 

Chard and New Zealand spinach 
should both be sown as soon as the | 
ground has been prepared. Though 
the New Zealand plant is tropical 
in origin, its huge, hard seeds | 
germinate best in cold soil. If you 
‘wait until the ground warms’ up | 
they may lie dormant for several 
weeks, and often refuse to sprout. 
Chard should not be allowed to 
grow leaves more than ten inches | 
long. Only young and tender 
leaves should be cooked. Justa few 
inches of the tips of New Zealand 
spinach branches should be cut for 
the harvest. 

Kale is a fall and winter plant. 
Sown in June, the plants set out in 
rows two feet apart, they will pro- 
duce leaves which stand freezing, 
and are improved in flavor by that 
experience. 

Garden sorrel is a hardy peren- 
nial, which will live over winter and 
produces greens. It docs best in 
light shade. 

The mustard family provides 
several varieties of greens which 
are much ertsamed in the south- 
ern states. 

All these varieties of greens are 
rich in minerals and vitamins, and | 
are valuable in tke diet. It is well} 
for the home gardener to plant a 
small quantity of several kinds so 
that the family does not grow tired 
of greens. All produce a surprising 
quantity of food on small space,

Itallan Marrow Can Be-Used at Any 
Stage of Growth, 


Among the delicious vegetables 
which only home gardeners can 
enjoy at their best are baby squash 
—immature fruits ofsummersquash 
and marrows. Harvested a few 
days after they have formed, these 
tender fruits should never be picked 
until just before they are to be 
served, A few hours’ delay will 
cause them to toughen and lose | 
flavor, 


Any variety of summer squash 
may be eaten in the baby stage, 
but the vegetable marrows are 
most popular for this treatment; 
and Italian -marrows, otherw 
known as cocozelle and zucc 
are most in demand. They are 
among the fastest growing vegeta- 
bles; in sixty days they will pro- 
duce huge bushes and begin to bear 
their fruits. Because of thelr bush 
habit, they can be grown in the 
corner of small gardens, but need 
space at least four feet square for 
each bush, 

If baby squash are desired, they 
must be picked as soon as they 
reach the desired size, which may | 
be anywhere from two to six inches | 
long, less than an inch in diameter. 
By picking all fruits young, others 
will keep coming} but if one is 
overlooked {it will quickly attain 
huge size, and production of others 
will slow down, 

Italian marrows are delicious at 
all stages of growth, from two 
inches to two fect long, and from 
an inch to six inches in diameter, 
‘The smallest are boiled with the 
skin on and served with melted but- 
ter, or sliced cold and served with 
mayonnaise. When the frults ma- 
ture and the skin hardens, the sceds 
are removed, and the fruils baked. 
Medium size fruils may be sliced 
and fried like egg plant, 


A Review Of Gardening Hints For Late Starters 
Practical Tips On Garden Manage ment In Easy To Apply Form 


Plant Food Locked Up 1n 
Soil which is Too Acid 


If plants in your garden fail to 
grow vigorously and will not re- 
spond as they should to applications 
of plant food, a test of soil acidity 
may disclose the reason. 

Many state universities will make 
such tests, and some county farm 
bureaus are equipped to do it for 
a small fee, It will pay to obtain 
an accurate rating of your soil and 
a prescription of just how much 
lime it needs to bring it up to the 
point most favorable for plant 
growth. 

Acidity is measured by a scale 
of fourteen points known as the pH 
scale, Seven is the halfway point, 
or neutral; above it is alkaline, be- 
low is acid. Most vegetables, but 
with some exceptions, grow best at 
pH 6.0 to 6.50, or slightly acid. 

Soils which are too acid, or too 
alkaline, so affect chemical plant 
foods as to make them unavailable 
to plants, The tendency of soil is 
to become acid because alkalies 
leach out, every crop consumes 
lime, and chemical fertilizers are 
usually acid. A test will show how 
your soil is, and if lime js needed 
it should be applied now and spad- 
ed in.

Efficiency should be the goal in| 
planning the home vegetable gar- 
den. Efficiency means getting the 
most for your money and work. 

An efficient garden, of small area, 
will produce as much quality food 
as twice the area, carelessly planned 
and cared for. The smaller area 
will take half the work and less ma- 
terials; and the vegetables, well fer- 
tilized and fast growing, will excel 
in tenderness, flavor and nutrition, 

What a reward this is, for taking 
thought this winter when there is 
little to do, and planning a garden 
which can be quickly begun when 
spring comes. 

A good plan requires first, a well 
thought-out production schedule, 
with each crop assigned the space 
required 1o produce the family 
needs, and the time for each sow- 
ing of short-harvest vegetables de- 
termined in advance, to keep the 
land producing throughout the sum- 
mer. 

Next, the garden must be laid out 
in straight, short, parallel rows, far 
enough apart for cultivation to be 
done with a wheel hoe, or hand cul- 
tivator, with the gardener standing 
up.

In a well planned garden the work 
can be as light as housework, with 
no job to be done which is any 
Greater strain than sweeping, 

When the rows are short, you get 
frequent rests, when the end of a 
row js reached; and {t is easier to 


By Sowing Seeds in Pairs 
Plants are Spaced Evenly 


Seeds which are large enough to 
be grasped singly may be spaced 
in the vegetable garden row quite 
accurately, When the seeds are 
spaced at exactly the distance 
plants are to grow, however, there 
js always the risk that some seed- 
ling plants may be destroyed by 
accident or otherwise, and vacant 
spaces be left in the row. 

One way to avoid this is to sow 
large seeds in pairs, spaced at the 
distance plants are to stand. If both 
seeds grow one plant of the pair 
can be pulled up. Bush beans, for 
example, give good resulis when 
standing four inches apart in the 
row. By sowing seeds in pairs four 
inches apart, an even stand js as- 
sured. In the case of beans, even if 
thinning is neglected and the twin 
plants are allowed to mature to- 
gether there is little harm, but with 
plants of a different habit, thinning 
would be essential. 

Another way of insuring enough 
plants in the row is to sow single 
seeds, spaced closer than the plants 
are to stand, ‘This js likely to result 
in a stand not so even; and thinning 
out must be done without fail to 
avold crowding. 

Crowded plants never produce as 
well as those which have plenty of 
room 1o grow, ‘This is a lesson 
which many amateurs are slow to 
learn. They do not like to pull up 
seedlings in order to give others 
mere space. There will be less of 
this unpleasant work to do, if they 
give careful attention to spacing the 
seed. On the average, with fresh 
seed of standard germination it 
should be sufficient to sow fifty per- 
cent more seeds than you expect to 
mature as plants. + 


texture of the soll. When applied to 
soils containing clay, chemical re- 
actions take place which cause the 
fine soll particles which compose 
clay to coarsen, making a lighter 
and more grainy soil. Curiously, 
lime is also beneficial to sandy soils, 
tending to make them more com- 
pact. Many gardeners make regu- 
lar applications of fine limestone to 
their gardens ,annually, because of 
the improvement in texture which 
results, 

Limestone screenings are a waste 
product in quarries, and can usual- 
ly be purchased for the cost of 
hauling. They disintegrate slowly 
in the soil and there is no danger 
of getting an overdose of calcium 
if you do not use more than fifty 
pounds to 1,000 square feet in one 
season. 

Hydrated lirhe ts more difficult to 
use, It is a white, floury powder 
which is carried off by the slightest 
wind, and is irritating to the eyes, 
nose and skin. It should not be 
used on a compost pile, or with 
manure, or mixed with a commer- 
cial plant food. When spread on the 
soil and turned under it does have 
a more immediate effect in cor-

Such a garden requires precision 
measurement to make the rows 
straight and parallel, so a cultivator 
can be quickly run down the aisle 
between the rows, destroying’ all 
weeds and breaking the crust of the 
soil in a few minutes, 

How far apart should the rows be? 
There is no magic formula for this. 
Root vegetables, and others which 
do not grow tall can be spaced as 
closely as 10 inches in fertile soil; 
but at this distance it is difficult to 
cultivate them with tools, without 
disturbing the roots of your crop, 

~The best method is to figure out 
what kind of cultivator you are go- 
ing to use, and how much room be- 
tween rows {is necessary so that you 
can use it, without getting, too close 
to the vegetables. Make this dis- 
tance the minimum between your 
rows, an allow more than this 
space for crops which grow tall, for 
those which sprawl or make vines, 
and for those which make large 
bushes, 

Eighteen inches is a good minl{- 
mum for most gardens; evena small 
wheel hoe can be used between rows 
that close. And when your decision 
is made, then measure the rows ac- 
curately, Don't guess at the dis- 
tance. Make the rows straight and 
parallel, and your garden will begin 
to present a professional appear- 
ance from the time the first crops 
begin to sprout.

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Home Garden Food Reserve 
Vital to Nation’s Safety

Family vegetable gardens hailed as reserve in war or disaster, 


Home vegetable gardens consti- 
tute a priceless reserve for protect- 
ing dietary standards and health, 
in any national emergency, Prof. 
Howard E. Babcock, chairman of 
the board of trustees, Cornell Uni- 
versity, told the National Garden 
Conference held in Washington. 

“Failure to keep alive our infer- 
est in gardening would weaken our 
position as a people,” he said. 
“Through a national garden pro- 
gram we will not only produce 
substantial quantities and varieties 
of food but will keep the knowledge 
of the art of gardening widely 
spread among the peopie.”” 

Prof. Babcock remarked that he 
was not Satisfied with the eating or 
nutritional qualities of commercial 
stocks of fruits and vegetables, 

“There is a lot of room for im- 
provement in some of these prad- 
ucts,’ he Said. ‘‘By maintaining 
and keeping alive the garden pro- 
gram, thus producing over a wide 
area a variety of garden-fresh 
foods, we set a standard of quality 
for. the commercial ‘interests. Any- 
one who has eaten a fresh raw 
carrot, full of Vitamin A, right out 
of the garden, is not going to buy 
a wilted one from a store. Thus in 
setting the pace as to quality, home 
gardens provide a good challenge 
for the industry." 

But home gardens have done 
more than set quality standards for 
commercial growers, they have ac- 
tually increased their business, 


Don’t Bury Seeds; Here’s 
Right Depth to Sow Them — 


according to Ruth Van Deman, of 
the bureau of human nutrition and 
home economics, U, S, depart- 
ment of agriculture, She showed a 
chart made from data collected 
irom city families by the bureau of 
labor statistics, This showed that 
families which had home vegetable 
gardens actually bought more vege- 
tables in the markets, than those 
without gardens. 

“Lots of city people probably took 
a dim view of the vegetable coun- 
ter before they found out from their 
Victory gardens how good vegeta- 
bles could be,’” she said, ‘Then 
they became vegetable eaters, 
Seems to me this is a big incentive 
to both home gardeners and com- 
mercial vegetable producers — to 
grow more and better vegetables 
and help build-up the national ap- 
petite.” 

Goals set by the Food and Agri- 
culture organization of the United 
Nations, said Miss Van Deman, 
call for an increase in frult and 
vegetable production in this country 
of 48 per cent,.or 39 million metric. 
tons, by 1950. ‘This represents on 
a population basis, not per capita, 
the increased quantity of food 
which is deemed necessary in or- 
ger to maintain maximum nutri- 
tion. 

“Certainly that is quite a target 
for all of us to shoot at—ihether 
we are home gardeners, coinmer- 
cial truck growers, orchardists or 


just plain consumers,’ she said. 


Use Hoe Handle to Make Drill For 
Medium Sized Seeds. 


Many failures with seeds are 
caused by sowing them too deep- 
ly. Even experienced gardeners 
may do this. But it is not neces- 
sary to measure: exactly’ the depth 
that seeds are placed ijn the open 
garden; they are not that particu- 
Jar, 

The rule so often quoted, that the 
depth of sowing should be four times 
the diameter of the seeds, is best 
discarded; since on small seeds 
such accuracy of measurement 
would be impractical, and large 
seeds, like peas and beans, are cov- 
ered more than four times their 
diameter, 

Tn light sandy soil, seeds can be 
placed more deeply than in heavy 
soil, containing lots of clay. The 
average gardener dealing with flow- 
er and vegetable seeds will get 
along quile well if he uses’ three 
kinds of drills, one for large seeds 
an inch or two deep, depending 
on the soil, and made by using the 
corner of a hoe; one for medium 
sized, which will be made with the 
hoe handle and one for tiny flower 
seeds, which is best made by mere- 
ly pressing the edge of a board into 
the ground. oi yom 


For Shallow Drill for Tiny Seeds 
Press Edge of Board Into Soll. 


Beginners should “be told that 
a drill, in gardens, is the shallow 
trench in which row crops are 
sown, And it is vital that drills 
be straight, ‘and parallel to cach 
other. Wiggly drills, running at 
angles to each other, not only stamp 
the gardener as careless, but they 
double the work of ciltivating the 
garden. 

The entire garden should be out- 
lined so that the rows can be 
squared with the boundaries, Then 
place stakes for the first row, and 
stretch a }ije between them. 

Some g,deners use a straight, 
narrow bonrd as a ruler to make 
the row straight, A garden line is 
likely to be more convenient; heavy 
lines wound on iron reels are handy, 
but any strong cord stretched be- 
tween two stakes will do, 

For small seeds such as radishes, 
onions, carrots, lettuce, and endive, | 
a drill half an inch deep is enough. 
A little deeper for beets and Swiss 
chard, and an inch for peas, beans 
and sweet corn will be sufficient,

To Stay Young, Doctor Says 
Grow Your Own Vegetables

Dr. Frank G. Boudreau, chair- 
man of the Food and Nutrition 
Board, National Research Council, 
fold the National Garden Confer- 
ence, that growing a home vegeta- 
ble garden and eating the vcgeta- 
bles would do more to accomplish 
this for the women of America 
“than all the beauty shops." 

He stressed the fact that this was 
strictly a modern idea the result 
of discoveries by science which had 
astonished the nutrition experts, 

“It was a great surprise to dis- 
cover the remarkable dietary quali- 
ties of the leaves of plants," he said. 

“They constitute complete foods, 
rich in actively functioning cells, 
which contain everything necessary 
for the metabolic process. They sup- 
ply all the nutrient which an animal 
requires, The liberal use of the 
protective foods, among which veg- 
etables and fruits rank high, tends 
to preserve the characteristics of 
youth. The larger the percentage 
of calories taken in the form of pro- 
tective foods, the smaller the per- 
centage of failure in the preser- 
vation of the characteristics of 
youth, and the greater the extension 
of the prime of life.’’ 

"There was a time in this coun- 
try when the produce of home gar- 
dens was not appreciated,”’ he said. 
“During the first half of the nine- 
teenth century farmers were indif- 
ferent to green vegetables. Presi- 
dential candidate Van Buren was 


attacked for using public funds 
to raise strawberries and raspber- 
ries, cauliflower and celery for his 
table. Infant mortality was high, 
people. aged quickly and expecta- 
tion of life at birth was extremely 
low, 

“It is’ not surprising that poor 
complexions, hollow cheeks, sickly 
looks and lack of vigor should 
have been the results of the com-— 
mon diet of solid dishes like roast 
beef, salt pork, bread, puddings and 
pastry with no leavening of fresh 
vegetables and fruits. . 

“During the war the food grown 
in Victory gardens supplemented dl- 
etary deficiencies; taught better 
food habits and in many cases 
brought a little sunshine into homes 
made gloomy by the war. For 


eating is one of Life's pleasures, and 
there is a treat in store for the in- 
dividual who eats for the first time 


properly cooked and served vegeta- 
bles and fruits fresh from the gar- 
den. All of these benefits flow from 


home gardens in peacetime as well,

Save Plants From Shock 


By These New Methods | 


Stir plant food in bottom of hole before setting out plant. 


When plants are grown or pur- 
chased to be transplanted to the gar- 
den, care in performing this opera- 
tion will be repaid by small loss, 
and a quick recovery by the plant 
from the shock which inevitably re- 
sults to the plant. 

Young plants have remarkableen- 
durance, and often survive mistreat- 
ment, but this may result in a per- 
manently crippled plant, which nev- 
er reaches full vigor, 

The soil in which’a plant is set 
should be loose. Heavy soils should 
be’ slightly moist, but never wet; in 
the same condition that is favorable 
for spading, 

Plants should be soaked the day 
before they are to be moved, and 


transferred from flat, or pot, to the ti 
| garden in the quickest time possible 


If you are growing them, carry the 
flat to the garden. 

Dig a hole of ample size to hold 
the roots and make sure that the soil 
you remove is crumbly. Throw a 
tablespoonful of balanced plant food 
in the bottom of the hole and mix it 
with the soil Then cover it with 
fresh soil, 

Now lift the plant from the fiat, 
disturbing the roots as little as pos- 
sible. Above all, do not compact the 
soil about them into a a moist ball, 


Seeds Sown in Hills are 


as it may develop a crust from 
which the roots will mot easily 
escape. 

Never prune the roots, or the top’ 
of the plant. This is an old prac- 
tice often followed by professionals, 
but scientifie tests have shown that 
it serves no useful purpose and may 
do harm. The leaves are digestive 
organs of the plant, and needed fer 
quick recovery. 

Hold the plant in position, a little 
lower than it stood in the flat, or 
pot, and fill ir. around ft with fine 
soil. Firm the soil around the 
roots, but before filling the hole, pour 
in half a cup of water out of a buck- 
et in which fertilizer has been 
stirred to make a “‘starter solu- 
lon.” This serves as a stimulant 
which helps the plant recover quick- 
ly and resume growth. 


To make a starter solution spe- 
cial soluble fertilizers may be used, 
according to directions. Lacking 
them, use your regular balanced 
plant food, stirring in one table- 
Spoonful per gallon of water, 

When the water is poured into the 
hole after the soil is packed around 
the plant, it helps pack the soil 
around the roots, establishing the 
firm contact which is desirable. |

When instructions on the packet 
say to sow garden seed in hills, 
beginners would naturally suppose 
that this means in mounds, elevat- 
ed above the surrounding surface. 

But in most sections of our coun- 
try, it means a point, as distin- 
guished from a line, and is more 
likely to be hollow than a mound. 
Only where the ground is so low that 
{t does not drain well, or rainfall 
may be 80 heavy it runs off slowly, 
should garden hills be elevated. 

Among seeds sown in hills are 
cucumbers, melons, pumpkins and 
squash, which all produce vines 
that spread over the ground; also 
bush pumpkins and squash, which 
make fairly large bushes and re- 
quire ample space to develop, Sweet 
corn js sometimes sown in hills, 
three plants to a hill, though the 
practice of growing this crop in 
drills is spreading. 

Hills are lined up in a straight 
row, and spaced at equal distances 
apart in the row. The usual prac- 
tice Is to dig a shallow hole with 
a trowel, mix plant food with the 
soil in the bottom, fill soil om top 
of this, and then place the seeds, 
using a few more than plants are 
to be grown. This is to make sure 
that enough come up; if more grow 
than are wanted, the surplus ones 
are thinned out, 


In well drained gardens, it may 
be advisable to leave a slight de- 
pression above the seeds, since 
most of the varieties sown in hills 
are tender, and are sown Jate when 
warm weather dries the sdil and 
rains have become less frequent

If June comes with no flower 
aceds sown, there is still time to 
have flowers in your garden. Sup- 
you demanded a combination 
rs which would germinate 
in five days (in warm weather) 
and flower in thirty to forty. Here 
are some you might get: 

Zinnias, ageratum, alyssum, can- 
dytuft, centaureas, clarkia, cyno- 
glossum, annual sunflowers, morn- 
ing glories, annual pinks, lepto- 
syne, linaria, marigolds, poppies. 

Such a list might be very much 
enlarged by including varieties 
which will germinate in a week or 
fen days. But it would be interest- 
ing to see what sort of garden could 
be made of just a few flower fami- 
lies, seeking interest by using dif- 
ferent colors and types. 

Take zinnias for example—they 
could hardly be omitted from a gar- 
den of annuals. There are the 
small-flowered singles, the small 
lilliput doubles, the intermediate 
or ‘pumila’ type and the glant flo 
ered varieties. They give an abund- 
ance of pink, red, orange and yellow 
varieties with a few lavenders.

A substitute for this lengthy treat- 
ment can be used by any owner of 
an electric ice box. Take an ice 
fray from the refrigerator and fill 
it half full of water. Float a few 
seeds on the water in each compart- 
ment, and freeze it. en fill the 
trays completely with®water and 
freeze again. Tne seeds will then 
be encased in ice and may be left 
there several days, and planted 
when thawed out. 

With other slow germinating sub- 
jects taking 30 days to a year to 
start, use the following method: _ 


Fill a flat or the shallow pot whieh 
florists call a pan, with potting soil, 
firm the soil and broadcast the 
seed, then covering lightly and firm 
again. ‘Place the receptacle in a 
shaded location where there is free 
circulation of air. During spring, 
summer and fall, water often 
enough to prevent drying out, A 
mulch of peat moss will help re- 


tain moisture. In winter place in 
a protected place outdoors and cov- 
er with leaves, A place under the 
eaves of the house on the side away 
from the prevailing wind is good; 
or a cold frame may be used. Eyen- 
tually the seeds will sprout and the 
seedlings will appear. They should

“Tt would appear that one of the 
two foremost aims of the Lindsay 
Planning Boatd is to gain the *co-7 
operation of the township of Ops 
in stopping what is termed ‘fringe- 
town’ development,” said Mr, A.E.K, 
Bunnell, consultant, Community. 
Planning Branch, Department of 
Planning and Development, in ad- 
dressing a joint meeting of the 
Planning Board and Town Council 
Monday afternoon, 

He said that in conversation with 
members he had learned they were 
afraid that there would be undesir- 
able growth at the approaches to 
town-- a thing’ they wished to stop,. 
if possible. He suggested a commit- 
tee approach the township on a 
straight economic basis and endeay- 
our to show the township council 
just how such a growth would be 
detrimental to the township as well 
as the town. 


Mr, Bunnell pointed out that in 
the fringe developments there were 
many children to the 100 acres and 
the farmers ‘n the rural areas 
wolild be paying the bulk of the 
school taxes and in reality paying 
the educational costs for these 
children. If the families lived as 
close together as they did in’ town, 
and without sewer and water fa- 
cilities, unsanitary conditions woula 
exist, he added, and the wells might 
easily become polluted. He sugges- 
fed a minimum area of 12,000 to 
16,000 square feat for ench family 
{f the proper facilities were not 
available 

In addition, he said, with all due 
courtesy to them, the majority of 
families who moved to these fringe 
deyelopments, are people who are 
recelying a less than ayerage wage. 
If a depression comes the farmers 
may also have to support these 
families, and, as they work in the 
factories, they are in reality towns- 
people and the concern of the town. 

“If you can make Ops conscious 
of the burden it is likely to carry 
jt will play along with you and set 
up a planning area to restrict the 
size of lots on the edge of town,” 
Mr, Bunnell stated. He went on to 
say that if the size of lots was res- 
tricted to an acre or more the 
{fringe development would be dis- 
couraged, 

Spenking of the zoning bylaw Mr. 
Bunnell said it should be based 
primarily on reasonableness, “Look 
at it from the angle of the person 
you will be restricting,” he advised 
the Board, 

“A reasonable zoning bylaw will 
make Lindsay attractive to new 
branches of industries and new in- 
dustries,” he added.

Sugar Only 
Remains On 
Ration Now 


Ottawa, ‘Tuesday (BUP)—Fin- 
ance Minister Douglas Abbott made 
a sweeping derationing and decon- 
trol statement in the House of 
Commons last night. 

The statement, showed the com- 
plete abandonment of control on 
butter, and touching on a long list 
of household, industrial, and agri- 
cultural items, 

The main points of Abbott's ad- 
dress are: 

Firstly, dairy products of all 
kinds, including butter, cheese, eva- 
porated milk and cream, are Te- 
moved from both price contro] and 
ration, “ 

Secondly, honey ts removed from 
both price control and rationing. 

Thirdly, all jams, jellies, and 
marmalades are also derationed, 
but price controls are retained’ .on 
strawberry and raspberry jams. 

Fourth, ceiling prices on poultry 
and poultry products are remoyed. 

Fifth, canned soups, and salt are 
released from price ceilings. 

Sixth, Items of clothing, home 
furnfshnings, and household equip- 
ment are removed from control. 

Seventh, farm brooders, incubat- 
ors and other poultry equipment is 
yemoyed from control, but all other 
agricultural equipment and supplies 
remain under ceilings. And hay is 
freed from price control. 

Eighth, meals and refreshments 
{n public restaurants are removed 
from price control.

THE DENNING REPORT. ON THE. 
BREAKDOWN OF MARRIAGES 
A most human and interesting 
Government investigation of-a most 
human subject... the breakdown of 
marriages was held in Britain re- 
cently: Under the chairmanship of 
Mr, Justice Denning, a divorce 
judge, s Committee worked for 
seven months on a survey covering 
every aspect of broken marriages. 
Their findings were found in the 
Denning Report. ; 
The fundamental causes of mar- 
riage failure, they found, lay in 
false ideas.and. unsound emotional 
attitudes formed in childhood and 
adolescence. The war and its con-" 


ficulties ... separation has caused 
strain and unhappiness. The hous- 
| ing shortage often prevents married 
couples from living on thelr own 
and huddles families so closely to- 
gether that the strain becomes al- 
most intolerable. 

When these: external conditions 
become easier, married life’in Bri- 
tain will be smoother, but in the 
meatime, the Committee stresses 
that everything- must be done to 
preyent divorce. At the present 
| time there is approximately one 
| divorce for every seventeen marri- 
| ages in the same year, 
| Realizing that married couples 
| should have the opportunity of re- 
conciliation before their troubles 
reach the divorce courts, the report 
advised the establishment of a 
| State-aided Marriage Welfare Ser- 
vice where guidance could be given 
to estranged couples. Guidance, 
they think, should be available be- 
fore as well as after marriage. 

Even after divorce proceedings 
are started, says the Committee, 
attempts at reconciliation should 
continue, Lawyers could help by 
advising their clients to consult a 
welfare officer or one of the volun- 
tary organizations on Marriage 
Guidance which already exist. 
Every petition for divorce wheie 
there are children under sixteen 
should contain details concerning 
the children and plans for ther 
future. 

The Report has received wide 
publicity in Britain, for it is real- 
ized that the unity of the family 
is vita to the nation. It’s going to. 
be interesting to see just how the 
Marriage Welfare Service will be 
set up, for it will make Britain the 
| first country in the world to have a 
government-sponsored organization 
for reconciling unhappy couples.

If seeds of perennial plants have 
not been sown earlier, gardeners 
who live where winters are cold 
should sow them by the end of June. 

It is important that as much time 
as possible be allowed to mature 
sturdy plants before cold weather 
stops their growth. Germination is 
likely to be better before the ex- 
tremes of midsummer heat and dry- 
ness have been reached_ 

Perennials are started in special 
seedbeds for several reasons. Since 
most will not bloom until next 
year, they are seldom moved to 
the garden until fall. In a seedbed 
they can be given the extra care 
which is required to obtain maxi- 
mum germination and carry the 
seedling plants through the hazari 
of youth.

mittee, He was mayor of Lindsay 
after his election in 1936, his 
fourth year in councll, 

Mr. Frost liked to refer to him- 
self as “just a small-town country 
Jawyer whose daily contacts are 
with ordinary people” and he often 
represented the more progressive 
elments in his party. 

In reality: he was one 
leading court lawyers of his day. 
He gained recognition as Jury law- 
yer back in 1923 when he defended 
and secured the acquittal of John 
Shell inithe then famous “hunting 
shack murder case.” The case was 
tried at Peterboro and concluded 
{n February 1924. He came into 
prominence again in the McCos- 
key murder case at Kingston--a 
case which was directly responsi- 
ble for making leading law of the 
“insanity plea” of which so much 
{s heard to-day. The Bacon mur- 
der case was another in a series 
defences conducted 
by Mr. Frost, However, his suc- 
cesses were not confined to defense 
actions.

Butter 13 Cents Pound 
Fifty Years Ago Today 


“Merchandise will never be cheap 
er than it is now,” is the way an 
advertisement reads in this June 11, 
1897, issue of the Canadian Post 
printed {n Lindsay. The truth of 
that statement can be borne out 
today, just 50 years later, when 
some of the following prices are 
compared with present day costs. 

Mr, M. J. Carter, a Kent Street 
Clothier. holding a special 
sale and among the many items 
Msted were 300 special mens sults. 
The advertisement said they were 
worth $9 to $14 each and Were sell- 
ing at $5 , $6 and $7.50. Another 
special was men’s pants at from 75c 
to $1.25 a pair. 

Something the ladies might fancy 
were “fast black cotton ladies hose’ 
at five cents a pair and extra 
special “seamless cashmere hose” 
for the exhorbitant price of 25 
cents per pair. Best quality Jace 
curtains. three and one*half yards 
long, were being offered for sale 
at $1.00 per pair while parasols 
ranged from 20 to 95 cents each, 

Considering the still present shirt 
shortage men will be interested to 
know that another adyertlser in 
the Post 50 years ago had perfect

fitting white dress shirts at 50 
cents each and satin shirts at 29 
to 50 cents. What was labelled 
“good Fedora Men’s Hats” were 
priced at 75 cents. 

For the women who wanted cloth 
with a Scotch accent there were 
“Tartan Reds, fast and pretty” at 
at 10 cents a yard. If the wallpaper 
was shabby Porter's Bookstore of- 
fered a wide variety of shades at 
five cents per roll. The smoker 
found things easier they too as 
“Sweet Gap cigarettes’ sold for 10 
cents per package and Old Gold at 
five cents, 

On the’ Toronto hog market the 
supply was lower than the demand 
and prices had advanced! to $5.50 
per hundredweight dresses. The 
housewife had to pay six to seven 
cents a pound for geese on the 
Lindsay market, nine to ten for 
turkeys, eight to nine cents a dozen 
for eggs and 13 and 14 cents a 
pound for butter. A bag of potatoes 
cost 40 to 45 cents.

‘These are the common insects for which some other insecticide than 
D.D.T. should be used by the amateur: 
mato horn worm; 3, most aphids; 4, cucumber beetle. 


‘There is small excuse for any 
home gardener to complain about 
insect injury to his vegetable gar- 
den, since D.D.T. became ayail- 
able, By dusting every week or 
two with D.D.T. of at least 3% 
strength, insect injury can be pre- 
vented except in the following 
cases: 

Mexican bean beetzs, tomato 
horn worm, and most aphids are 
immune to D.D.T. 

Cucumbers, melons and squash 
may be injured by D.D.T,, so it is 
advisable to use other means to 
kill the cucumber beetles, which 
attack all these, and squash bugs 
and borers, which concentrate on 
squash plants. 

To take care of these exceptions, 
rotenone will serve. It destroys the 
Mexican bean beetle, and is deadly 
to aphids, while even less toxic than 
D.D.T. to animals. 

Some gardeners may prefer to 
use nicotine sulphate against aph- 
ids and some form of arsenic 
to kill cucumber beetles, which is 
a particularly difficult pest. While 
highly poisonous, these older in- 
secticides have been used safely for 
™many years, by many millions 
of gardeners; and with the usual 
precautions may still be used. 

But the gardener equipped with 
D.D.T. and rotenone, with suitable 
equipment for either dusting or 
spraying his crops when they are

REPORT FROM YUGOSLAVIA 


Photographer Finds Fear of 
Communism in Red Satellite

Néw York, June (NBA)—A Yug- 
oslay woman photographer I knew 
spent three months in jail because 
she had displayed a photograph of 
Gen. Eisenhower in her shop win-

When the government finally re- 
leased her, they arrested her son. 
The last time I saw her she was 
carrying two razor blades in the 
pocket of her blouse. 

“They will never take me again,”” 
she seid and made a cutting motion 
across her wrists: 

After six months inside Yugo- 
slavia, talking with and photogra- 
phing officials, the “little people,” 
farmers and school children, I lear- 
ned that even Communists who 
helped Marshal Tito grab power in 
the country have begun to fear and 
hate him 

There were a number of little in- 
cidents that proved this, On & 
train from Belgrade one night, ® 
Jame soldier suddenly jumped up 

@ and shouted: “Down with Commu- 
nism.” I never learned what hap- 
pened to him. Again some Yugo- 
slay army fliers told me how unhap- 
py they were, ‘ 

Once, on a Belgrade street, a sad- 
faced man slipped out of the 
crowd and approached me while I 
was looking in a shop window. In & 
quiet voice he whispered: “I want 
to touch an American — someone 
who knows what freedom is.” Then 
he slipped back into the crowd. 

There are spies everywhere in 
Yugoslavia and the people live in 
constant fear of arrest. Anyone 
caught within 25 miles of any Yug- 
oslay border without sufficient rea- 
gon and a government permit 1s 
gubject to imprisonment and per- 

gp bers even death without a trial. 

Even to be seen with an Amert- 
can is a crime. When I talked to 
Yugoslavs, except on official UN- 
RRA business and in the presence 
of a Yugoslav government repres- 
entative assigned to fccompany 
me, I had to sneak around, dismiss 
my car several blocks from my des-

the grounds that I was engaging in 
propaganda not connécted with of- 
ficlal UNRRA business, 

I had made arrangements to take 
a tour through Yugoslavia to take 
pictures of UNRRA activities away 
from capital city, The government 
assigned a woman professor whom 
I called “Tinka, by guardian angel,” 
to accompany me, 

Tinka took her duties so seriously 
that she refused to let me photo- 
graph a lone cow in a field because 
it “wasn’'f an UNRRA cow.” In the 
first few days I was unable to take 
a single picture because of this and 
similar reasons, But Tinka had a 
failing that is all too common in 
Yugoslavia today—she was con- 
stantly hungry. She began turning 
her back when I wanted to take a 
picture. And I began dividing my 
“K" rations with her. 

Another spy apparently reported 
her. When we reached Sarajevo 
we both were arrested. All my ne- 
gatives were confiscated and when 
I was released only a very few were 
returned. “So far as I can discover, 
Tinka hasn't been released yet. She 
wanted so badly to come to Ameri- 
ca. 

School children are being taught 
to {dolize Russian leaders, The pic- 
tures of Lenin and Stalin are post- 
ed on school walls and buildings 
throughout the country. 

Everywhere one sees evidence of 
Russian domination. Russians who 
died during occupation duty or were 
killed there @uring the war are 
buried under the streets and even 
under sidewalks of cities and vill- 
ages, The graves are decorated 
with fresh flowers and the areas 
are fenced off so that people have 
to walk carefully around them, 

In the orphanages, only rarely 
did I see little girls being cared for, 
just boys. When IT asked what hap- 
pened to all the little girls I receiv- 
ed a noncommittal shrug for an an- 
swer.

For Radish Quality 
Sow Every Week 


Radishes Provide a Welcome First 
Harvest in the Garden. 


Radishes share with green onions 
from sets the welcome which is al- 
ways given the first harvest from 
the vegetable garden. But never 
sow more than a weck's supply. of 
early radishes at a time. 

The early type, such as Scarlet 
Globe, ma in three we 
fn another week turns pithy; 
you have not used them all, there 
will be a sad waste of good radishes 
and garden space. 

To avoid waste, sow not more 
than seven feet of row each week 


until hot weather approaches; or | 


double the sowing, but use a second 


Sow Fall Crop of Spring 
Vegetables this Summer 


Green onions and young radishes 
are as tasty in September as in 
June. 


Every gardener grows early vege- 
tables in the spring; put to start 
these same varieties in midsummer 
and enjoy their delicious freshness 
in the fall entitles you to be con- 
sidered an amateur of exceptional 
skill. 

Yet to do this requires no difieult 
physical feats, merely a few men- 
tal adjustments, Those who fail, 
can blame it in poor staff work, 
The first mistake likely to be made, 
is to sow late varieties of vegeta- 
bles, late in the season, 

This is wrong, because the vari- 
eties which seed catalogues de- 
scribe as late, give a late harvest. 
If your catalogue gives the days to 
maturity, or table condition, you 
will note that the “‘late’’ ones take 
longest to mature. Instead of be- 
ing sown late, they should usually 
be sown with the first crops, or 
shortly thereafter; but they may 


take twice as long an the early ones 
to reach the harvest. 


Crops sown in the summer must 
mature before freezing; and there- 
fore the faster they grow, the long- 
er you will be able to harvest 
them in the fall. Growth is always 
slower in the summer and fall than 
in the spring, First hot, dry, weath- 
er, then the shortening daylight 
fends to slow down growth. Since 
catalogue maturity dates are based 
upon spring sowing, you must 
expect summer sowings to take 
from a quarter to a third more 
time, F 

Therefore choose the earliest va- 
rieties, the fastest growing ones, 
for late sowing. And take special 
precautions in sowing them. The 
time to sow is directly related to 
the maturity dates, With slow grow- 
ing crops, such as Chinese cabbage, 
which are best grown for fall har- 
vest, it is necessary to allow at 
least three months to maturity. 


Before planning your. summer 
sowing schedule, check up local 
weather records to learn the aver- 
age date of the first killing frost in 
the fall, Your late crops should be 
sown early enough to allow two or 
three weeks harvest before this 
date. 

With radishes, lettuce and any 
other vegetables that dislike hot 
weather, best results will usually be 
obtained by sowing after the peak 
temperatures have passed. Usual- 
ly in August the turn of the season 
comes, after which there are more 
frequent rains, and cooler nights, 
while the days grow noticeably 
shorter. Cool weather crops sown 
when this turn comes will usually 
do better than those sown during 
the extreme heat; but the longer 
sowing is delayed the more impor- 
tant it becomes to select fast grow- 


ing—that is early—varieties,

The former is a 
sky blue, with flowers of the larg- 
est size borne so profusely that 
they drape a mantle of color over 
the arbor up which they climb. 
Sow the large seeds after the 
ground is warm directly where they 
are to grow, in soil which is not 
too rich. 

Blue bachelor's button is one of 
the easiest flowers to grow, in any 
garden soil. After the first crop of 
flowers has begun to fade, cut off 


the stems close to the ground to 
encourage new growth and a sec- 
ond crop of blooms. 

A compact form of ageratum 
should be sown as the third mem- 
ber of this group, The plants grow 
only a few inches tall and are 
smothered in blossoms of ageratum 
blue. This harmonizes complete- 
ly with the taller flowers of the 
group and when the plants are in 
full bloom no one could guess that 
behind such a beautiful display so 
commonplace an object as a gar- 
bage can could be hiding. 

Empty milk bottles are a prob- 
lem for some housewives. An ex- 
cellent method of concealing. their 
presence on the back porch from 
garden visitors is suggested in the 
illustration on the right, Cleome 
pink queen grows four feet tall. It

Green, leafy vegetables, which 
Gupply your family with Vitamin A 
and calcium, include the leaf crops 
which are served uncooked in sal- 
ads. If you like bowl salads, you 
can serve one at least once a day 
without complaint. 

Many leaves can be used for bowl 
Salad, including all the greens 
which are also cooked, But our | 
chief reliance will probably be on 
leaf lettuce and endive, especially 
the form known as escarolle or 
broad leayed endive, A 

During hot weather. we must de- 
pend on escarolle, which takes 90 
days to mature. By sowing a row 
at the same time as the first lettuce 
sowing, we may have it ready in 
midsummer when trouble with let- 
usually begins, Three sowings 
idive, made twenty days apart, 
will provide you with daily salad 
leaves until freezing weather, 

The best quality of both broad 
and curly leaved endiye is ob- 
tained by giving the plants plenty 
of room in the row so they mature 
loose heads. The leaves grow crisp 
and turn cream colored at the base. | 
Newer varieties lack the bitter tang | 
which older forms used to have be- 
fore frost had sweetened them. It | 
is no longer the practice to bleach 
the leayes by tying them up, or 
placing the heads between boards, 
educes the vitamin content 
of the leayes. | 

Endive not only stands hot weath- 
er better than lettuce, but it re- 
mains in good condition, longer in | 
the fall, being improved in quallty | 
by frosty weather, | 


Summer flowering bulbs, some of 
which were not obtainable during 
the war, are again available to con- 
tribute interesting flowers to the 
garden border, and cut flowers for 
home ‘decoration. 


Montbretias, cousins of the gladi-| 
olus and in a way*resembling a} 
miniature of that plant, have spikes |

The newer named varieties are 
double the size of the old timers, 
They show rapid increase and a 
few bulbs will give a fine stock for 
another year, 

‘The three-cornered blooms of the 
ligridia or tiger flower in brilliant 
red, yellow or white with striking 
spots in the center of the flower 
always attract attention with their 
dazzling display. They are an eas- 
ily grown bulb that will provide 
much beauty during the summer. 


The summer hyacinth with its 
huge spike of drooping white bells, 
catalogued as hyacinthus candi- 
cans, js another striking subject of 
very easy culture that will always 
attract attention and serve as a fo-| 
cal point, 

Another {s the Peruyian daffodil, 
Ismene calathina, It really is not 
a daffodil at all but is a while lily- 
like bloom with a green trimmed 
cup in the center of the flower, the 
stalk bearing the cluster of big 
snowy blooms coming from an or- 
namental fountain of strap-shaped 
foliage that is attractive when the 
plant is not in bloom, 

The little fairy lilies that send up 
6 to 8-inch stems bearing rose and 
white blooms can be planted in 
clumps and furnish a beautiful dis- 
play all summer; ‘These in the cata- 
logue are zephyranthes, relatives 
of the amaryllis.

tabies, and floors free from crumbs, 
by storing food in antproof contain- 
ers and by plugging holes in floors 
and wall through which they en- 
the premises. We have found, 
however, that to Ket rid of ants 


one must find out where they come | 


from, Seek thelr nest around the 
house and sprinkle ant sugar over 
the nest and {it will kill them all off, 
If they are in the heuse, vhe ant 
sugar may be sprinkled around to 
get rid of them.

SAFE BATHING 

Holiday swimming and bathing 
can be made safer, and therefore 
more enjoyable, if common-sense 
rules ore followed.

No matter how | 
small the wound, tentanus spores 
may get in, First step in ciring)) 
for a punctured wound, such as 1s 
incurred by stepping on a nall, 1s 
to encourage bleeding by mild 
pressure, After properly bleeding 
wound, apply a sterile compress ot | | 
dressing over it, and bandage snug- | 
ly in place. Then see a physician. 
He will clean wound, give an an- 
titoxin to prevent lockjaw. 

SPRAINED ANKLE 

When ankle sprain occurs, ele- 
vate the ankle and apply cold com- 
presses, if possible. If not, then 
bathe ankle in cold water. Because | 
of possibility of fracture, do not | 
walk on ankle until it has been X- 
rayed—unless urgent. After bath- 
ing ankle, apply strained ankle 
bandage made from any available 
material—a handkerchief, scart or | 
necktie will do. Bandage always 
is used with shoe on, serves only as 
a temporary support for walking. 

SNAKE POISONING 

The first thing to do when glying 
first ald for a poisonous snake bite 
is to tle a restricting bandage above | 
the bite. An old piece of material, 
a handkerchief, or necktie, will 
serye the purpose. After you have 
tied the restricting bandage in Its 
correct position, make.a cross-cut 
incision right across the fang | 
marks, using a sterilized blade, Lt 
js very seldom that a suction cup Is | 
available when snake bite occurs 
Therefore the mouth is best method 
to use for drawing out the polson. 
When doing this, always remember 
to keep affected limb pointing down | 

POISON PLANTS | 

Poison ivy, oak, and sumac are 
members of same family. For 
treatment of any of them, wash 
skin as soon as you can with thick 
Jather of hot water and soap, Rep- 
eat five or six times. Don’t use 
brush or rough materials, ‘Then 
wash with rubbing alcohol Tf rash

If you al- 
ready follow a good lawn routine, 
about the only extra labor needed 
is to apply two sprays of a 2,4-D 
weed killer. Start early, the matter 
of timing can make the difference 
between killing and not killing the 
crabgrass. Begin your campaign as 
soon as the temperature gets into 
the 80's for a few days, usually 
| about the middle of June if the 
weatherman gives us a break. Ex- 
cept to a botanist, all grass seed- 
lings look alike, Don’t wait until the 
crabgrass is big enough so you car 
recognize it. Instead, treat any 
patch where crabgrass has been 
seen in the past. Cut the grass short 
The 2,4-D must get down to the 
crabgrass seedlings, The liquid em- 
ulsion types are most effective be- 
cause they have the greatest wet- 
| ting and penetrating power. Apply 
at the standard dosage recommend- 
ed on the label. If you use instead 
a powder type that dissolves in 
water, apply three times as much 
solution as recommended by the 
manufacturer. Thus, if you usually 
would spray one gallon on 10,000 
square feet, plan to use three gatl- 
ons. Ten days later, apply 20 
pounds of any good plant food to 
| each 1,000 square feet. This will 
make the 2,4-D more effective. The 
permanent turf will be brown for a 
few daiys, but the sod will be re- 
newed quickly from the roots. Spray

again four weeks later, at the stan- 
dard strength recommended by the 
manufacturer. Reseed hare spots 
where crabgrass has been killed.

much work or more than the ay- 
erage normal worker. On the ey- 
idence of the survey, {t would seem 
that these men and women are 
less likely to be involved in occu- 
pational accidents. Experience 
shows that only 1.8 per cent. had 
a higher accident rate equal to that 
of the physically fit. 

It is of interest also that the sur- 
vey showed all the various disabled 
types generally speaking are: effi- 
clent from the employer's view- 
paint; have a sound attitude to- 
ward their job; have on the whole 
an excellent record in such mat- 
ters as output, attendance and ac- 
cidents, and are highly regarded 
by their employers.

less than that of an average month 
in 1938, the figure is rather more 
encouraging than might be expect- 
ed. For while it is $34,400,000 below 
the January total - which was inci- 
dentally one of the highest reached 
since before the war = It 1s $26,400,- 
000 above the figure of February. 
The low February returns have been 
explained partly by the shortness 
of the month, partly by the unusu- 
ally seyere weather. They were not 


however, effected by the fuel em- 
ergency since most of the supplies 
shipped abroad that month had 
been completed some time before. 
March exports on the other hand 
do begin to show the effect of the 
crisis, even if they do not perhaps 
reflect the full force of the factory 
shut-down throughout the main 
industrial areas: of Great Britain,

VALUE OF DENTISTRY IN 
MENTAL INSTITUTIONS, 

Some years ago a patient in a 
state mental hospital had a number 
of infected teeth, A local dentist 
Weated some teeth and removed 
others, A few months later sho 
becamo normal mentally after be- 
ing a patient for more than two 
years. The superintendent was so 
impressed with the dramatic ro- 
sults obtained In this case that he 
had a nose-and-throat and other 
specialists examine the patients 
and remove any infection present. 
Tho result of the work of these spe- 
cinlists was that about 40 per cent 
of the inmates were discharged 
from the hospital to thelr occupa- 
{ions or homes. 

The above results could not be 
obtained now as most mental hos- 
pitals as with general hospitals, 
have a dentist or dentists in thelr 
staff, However, many more mental 
patients would be cured or greatly 


state, local — would provide more 
dental and medical services for ail 
mental patients. 

Dr. Hamilton B. G, Robinson, Oh- 
io State University, conducted a 
survey of the dental needs of 29,- 
600, the ratio in mental institut- 
tions. He points out that the den- 
tal service was inadequate at all 
the state mental institutions and 
|says that the superintendents and 
dentists agreed with this conclusion. 
While the general ratio of dentists 
to population in Ohio is one to 1,- 
| 600, the ration in mental institut- 
| ions is one to 3,000. 

One significant statement by Dr. 
Robinson brings home to us the 
fact that the appearance of all of 
us means much to our happiness 
and comfort. “The mental hurdle 
or disability, added to the patient's 
load when he or she is sent home 
without teeth or with unpresentable 
teeth, is not recognized.” 

Fortunately, the need of the 
whole-time services of one or more 
dentists in state mental institutions 
has been recognized for some years. 
However, at least one dentist and 
one dental hygienist for each 1000 
patients are really needed to give 
each patient the dental care 
necessary to remove infection and 
to give the comfoft and appearance 
that is such a big factor in rals- 
ing the morale of the patient. 


TESTING FOR CAUSE OF 
ANGINA PECTORIS 
| I watohed a noted heart special- 
jst make an examination of a pa- 
| tient with heart disease, caused by 
infected tonsils which had been 
followed by rheumatic fever. Af- 
ter making the usual tests with 
electrocardiograph and X-rays, he 
| asked the patient if he sometimes 


out of breath or had a pain in his 
chest from walking a certain dis- 
tance at this rate of speed, The 
specialist then advised him not to 
worry about his heart; that, while 
his heart had a murmur and was 
slightly enlarged. It was a good 
“working” heart, 
no pain from walking. 

It is this pain in the chest, which 
may extend down to the arm, that 
1s important because it may or 
may not be due to heart disease. 
It is called angina pectoris, is be- 
Heved due to lack of oxygen in the 
blood being carried to the heart 
muscle, which has to pump the 
blood from the heart to all parts 
of the body. There is usually a 
thickening or clot in the vessel. 
despite this obstruction, if enough 
pure blood (blood rich in oxygen) 
can go through the little vessel to 
nourish the heart muscle itself, 
there will be little or no pain. 

As effort, exercise of any kind, 
calls on the heart for more pure 
blood, angina pectoris occurs ‘dur- 
ing this effort, and the pain pas- 
ses away when the patient stops 
his work or exercise. As this pain 
in the chest may be caused by 
other conditions than heart disease, 
physicians now use various tests 
to try to find gut the actual cause. 
The test consists of culling down 
on the amount of oxygen in the air 
the patient breathes during exer- 
cise, Instead of the usual 20 per 
cent of oxygen in the air, the pa- 
tient, while exercising, receives 
only 19 per cent for a period of 20 
minutes (or less {f real pain oc- 
curs). Immediately after finishing 
the test, the patient 1s allowed to 
breathe 100 per cent 4xygen for at 
least fiye minutes, Blectrocardio- 
grams are taken at suitable inter- 
vals, 

This test which brings on pain 
when oxygen of air is reduced 
shows when true coronary disease 
is present.

Why ‘s rheumatic fever called 
childhood'’s greatest enemy? This 
is because statistics prepared by 
American Heart Association and 
published in “Public Affalrs Com- 
mittee Inc. Pamphlet No 21” shows 
that rheumatic fever, including 
rheumatic heart disease: (1) ranks 
with tuberculosis and syphills as a 
great, disabling, chronic discase; 
(2) except for accidents, is the com- 
monest cause of death among 
school children; (3) is the second 
commonest death by disease in the 
20-24 age group; (4) causes much 
of the heart disease in later life, 

As parents read these cold, dead- 
ly facts about rheumatic fever, they 
naturally may be frightened, But 
the pamphlet points out that these 
facts should be known {to parents 
and everybody because doctors and 
public health officials now believe 
that rheumatic fever can be checked 
if there is a widespread knowledge 
of what it is and how it should be 
treated. 

What is rheumatic fever? 

“This killer and crippler is a 
chronic disease that usually begins 
between the ages of 5 to 10, It is 
usually preceded by days or weeks 
by a germ known as the hemolytic 
streptococcus. This germ is cam- 
monly the cause of such illnesses as 
tonsillitis, scarlet fever, erysipelas, 
inflamation of the ear, and the so- 
called strep sore throat.” There is 
pain in the joints, some fever pres- 
ent, and sometimes nose-bleeds, loss 
of weight. It 1s because rheumatic 
fever almost always affects the 
lining of the heart that makes {t so 
dangerous at the time and later 
in life, 

The only effective treatment for 
rheumatic feyey is long rest in bed 
with good medical and nursing 
| attention, 

The above facts from such an 
authoritative source merit our care- 
ful consideration,

Drugs 
commonly causing hives, are sal- 
loylates, quinine, fodides and brom- 
ides, serum injections, inhaling dust, 
horse dander and other substances 
In the air. Other causes are heat, 
light, cold, mechanical irritation of 
the skin, worms, diabetes and other 
General diseases of the body. 

For many years the most effec- 
tive treatment for attacks of urtic- 
aria (hives) has® been injections 
under the skin of epinephrine (ad- 
renalin), from 10 to 18 drops usu- 
ally relleving the pain and itching. 

As epinephrine requires injection 
under the skin (hypodermic), a 
treatment that can be taken by 
mouth--in the form of capsules-- 
4s becoming popular. The drug used 
is benadryl, which, as mentioned 
before helps cases of hay fever and 
asthma due to allergy or sensitiyc- 
ness to yarioug substances. 

Dr, Ralph Bowen, in “Texas State 
Medical Journal,” states that bena- 
dry] is now the most effective reme- 
dy for acute and chronic urticaria 
yet avallable. Average adult dose; 
One mg, capsule every four hours; 
the effect appears in 10 to 25 min- 
utes and lasts for five to eight 
hours. It may be injected into a 
vein in doses of 60 mg. dissolyed in

So that the people can fully 
understand the situation’ in radio 
today, I think it important to draw 
the line of distinction between 
“Government of the day’ and 
“Parliament.” The “Government of 
the day" consists ofa Prime Min- 
ister and his cabinet. That group 
(in fact, the “Governor in Council!’ 
attends to governmental day-to-day 
business; it is the executive power. 
Tt can issue “orders-in-council” in 
many fields, which have full force 
of law. While it represents majority 
opinion (some times only in theory 
due to the factors in the results of 
voting), it represents only one 
shade of political opinion. And its 
deliberations are of course secret. 


“Parliament,” on the other hand, 
consists of all the people's elected 
representatiyes, acting on behalf 
of the people. It moves in the spot- 
light of publicity, and cannot act 
without full discuesion, without full 
opportunity for public scrunity and 
study of its operations.

The placement method of appl 
summer sowings. 


When summer sowings are made 
in the home vegetable garden of 
second crops, to follow early vege- 
tables which haye been cleared off, 
and keep the land busy, it is just as 
important that plant food be pro- 
vided as in the spring. 

The placement method of appli- 
cation, by spreading plant food in 
shallow trenches on both sides of 
the row where seed are sown, will 
give maximum efficiency, If the 
first crop on the same space re- 
ceived the standard ration of four 
pounds to 100 feet of row (two 
pounds on each side) and if results 
from this feeding were good, then 
the second feeding may be re- 
duced as much as half But if 
there is any doubt in your mind 
about the fertility of your soil, then 
the standard feeding should be giv- 
en the follow crop. Early crops 
grow fast, and consume food in pro- 
portion, and li(tle may be left of 


crop has been matured. 

Make the plant food trenches 
about four inches deep at least two 
inches away from the seed drill, 
Pour in the plant food evenly, and 
cover with soil. Thén proceed with 
the seed sowing. 

Long season crops, such as to- 
matoes, peppers, egg plant and oth- 
érsS which grow and bear through- 
out the summer, will be benefitted 
by extra feeding as harvést ap-

Since plant food is taken up by 
plants only in liquid form, water is 
an essential factor in the feeding 
process. Heavily fed crops must 
be heavily watered. In dry weath- 
er plant food may lie inert without 
benefit to the plants, until water” 
is supplied. Should facilities for wae 
tering thé garden be limited, 
the summer application of plant 
food may well be applied in liquid 
‘orm. 


Half a pound (or pint) to a pail 
of water is a safe mixture. It can 
be stirred into the water and ap- 
plied at once; but quicker effect 
will be obtained if a concentrated 
solution—say two pounds in a pail 
—hbe prepared the day before and 
let stand over Wight. Then dilute 
two quarts of this concentrate in a 
pail of watér and pour on the soil 
néar the row.

FARMER NOT ROLLING IN 
WEALTH 
Agricultural Minister James Gar. 
diner, piloting through the Com- 
mons the estimates for hls depart- 
ment, said that he did not want 
the impression to gel abroad that 


the Canadian farmer !s “rolling in 
wealth.” 
Gardiner sald that while the 


farm income had incteased since 
the end of the war, it must be 
borne in mind that only about 
seven per cent of the Canadian 
farmers earn sufficient to pay in- 
come taxes. 
He also said that reports by fin- 
Since firms and other groups show- 
ing a decrease in the farm debts 


often gave the {mpression that 
farmers were in the midst of un- 
usual prosperity. 


The Agricultural Minister sald 
that farm incomes were today high- 
er, however, in contrast to the pre- 
war days. Earnings have jumped 
100 per cent while operating ex- 
penses have risen but 50 per cent, 

Gardiner also had words along 
the same line in replying to @ re- 
quest by Progressive-Conservative 
member Ross for Souris that live- 
stock producers be allowed a five 
hundred dollar annual allowance in 
income tax payments to encourage 
increased production. 

This would not contribute to in- 
creasing production, sald Gardiner, 
pointing out that the great bulk 
of Canada’s livestock producers 
were the 93 per cent of farmers who 
do not pay income taxes, Such a 
grant, he said, would be of little 
use to them. 

Speaking of livestock production, 
Gardiner had some new facts on 
production increases. 

The decline in hog production in 
the Dominion has-been halted, said 
Gardiner, by production jumps in 
Eastern Canada, within the last six 
weeks. 

While the total of hog production 
for the Dominion hasn't gone up 
much, he said, that heavy market- 
{ngs in Eastern Canada within the 
last few weeks had offset the con- 
tinuing drop in Western hog pro- 
duction. During April over 75 per 

@ cont of the total ‘marketings in 
Canada originated in the east, On- 
tario supplying 48 point five per 
cent of the total. 

Pro@uction, said Gardiner, “‘has 
been going up rapidly during the 
last month in the Provinces of On- 
tario and Quebec and it has been 
going down still in the provinces 
west of the Great Lakes.” 

And ‘as the Agricultural Depart- 
ment estimates came under review, 
Gardiner told the Commons that 
the Government would ask wester 
farmers to come to the ald of east- 
erm livestock producers if the pre- 
dicted feed grain shortages occur 
at the end of the season. 

Gardiner was commenting on a 
statement by Ontario's Agricultural 
, Minister T.L, Kennedy in which 
Kennedy said that cold, wet weath- 
er this spring would cause serious 
setbacks to feed grain production 
in Ontario, Kennedy pointed out 
that only about 50 per cent of the 
feed grain seeding had been com- 
pleted and {t isntt expected that 
much more seeding will be possibie 
in Ontario this year, 

While it is Federal Government 
policy to urge western farmers to 
hold feed grains on their land to 
increase local livestock production, 
said Gardiner, the western’ farmers 
would be asked to meet the Ontario 
feed grain situation if it proves 
serious. 

WARM WEATHER AND RAIN 

NEEDED ON PRAIRIES 

Meanwhile, a quick glance throu- 

) gh the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics report just released shows that 
warm weather and rainfall Js ur- 
gently needed on the Prairies, 

Tempatures and rain, says the 
report, have remained below norm- 
al tlreughout the Prairies, the seas. 
on being generally about two week’ 
Jater than normal, And frosts haye 
heen widespread but serlous damage 
{s quite restricted. Warm weather 
and rainfall is urgently needed, 

Rainfall, however, 1s what !en't 
needed to the east, although east- 
ern farmers could stand some warm 
weather. Cold, wet weather has 
given Quebec the latest seeding 
figures of the Dominion, In many 
sections of Quebec livestock are still 
being stable fed because of the poor 
condition of pastures. With the 
seeding situation in Ontarlo poor 
also, conditions in the Maritimes 
show to be variable. Spring work Is 
well advanced on the east coast 
and seeding is about finished in 


Nova Scotia, But in New Brunswick 
only about 40 per cent of the pota- 
toes- are in the ground te date, 
(BUP) 
FARM PRODUCTS PRICES 
ADVANCE 

A report by the Department of 
Trade and Commerce shows that 
the wholesale price of Canadian 
products gained further strength in 
May, advancing one point five to 
a total of 118 point seven between 
the weeks of April 25 and May 
30th. ’ 

In the field products section a 
firmer price tone for potatoes and 
rye supported a gain of one point 
six to a total of 103 point six, while 
the animal products rose from one 
point two to a total of 149 point 
nine. The increases reflected 
strength in steers, lamb and egg 
market quotations. Hog prices 
showed to be very steady during 
the month while calf quotations 
displayed a weakening tendency. 

BREAD, GRAIN STOCKS 
APPROACHING LOW EBB 

‘And the Department. in a state- 
ment on the world wheat situation, 
says that world bread, grain stocks, 
are due to reach a generally low 
ebb within the next few weeks. 

Pressure on supplies cannot be 
greatly relieved until new United 
States wheat reaches deficit areas, 
although some relief might be af- 
forded if the Argentine were able 
to step up its currently low rate of 
overseas shipment. 

According to the International 
Emergency Food Control, grain 
stocks in the importing nations are 
now Jower than they were at this 
time last year. Reductions in bread 
rations in some of the countries has 
already set in and further reduc- 
tions are possible in Sweden, Den- 
‘mark and Czechoslovakia. 

‘The International Council has 
calculated that cereal imports of 
eight million tons between now and 
September will be needed to main- 
tain rations at last winter's Eur- 
opean level, This is, after taking 
into account the arrival of the new 
harvest and for no allowance for 
the accumulation of operating 
stocks. 

Both the United States and Ca- 
nada are now working overtime to 
meet thelr overseas commitments. 
The transportation difficulties ex- 
perienced in Canada earlier in the 
year has eased considerably and 
clearances of wheat and flour at 
the end of May the 23rd exceeded 
six million bushels per week. 

To assist in getting shipments ov- 
erseas the Government recently 
took two major steps, One, as you 
probably know, was to limit the 
quantity of grain that a miller 
may keep on hand and the other 
was a tax concession on immediate 
grain deliveries for overseas pur- 
poses. 

Production outlooks for the 1947- 
48 season, however, are not what 
was hoped for, 

According to the office of Foreign 
Agricultural relations of the United 
States Government, early crop con- 
ditions in important producing at- 
eas—including Canada — indicate 
that the world food supply for the 
coming season may be little, if any, 
larger than during the previous 
season. 

AGRICULTURE SHORT COURSE 

The Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture has announced a new short 
course of one week in practical ag- 
riculture at the schools of Agri- 
culture at Olds and Vermilion. 

The courses are designed for 
young men on the farm who may 
elther be working at home with 
their parents or running their own 
farms, ‘There are no admittance 
restrictions other than a minim- 
um age limit of 17 years of age. 

Classes will consist of talks and 
demonstrations helpful in meeting 
routine farm problems, along with 
discussions on soil types and Ull- 
age methods, crop varieties, weed 
eradication and the care of live- 
stock. 

SPECIAL BOARDS CARRYING 

ON 

Agricultural Minister James Gar- 
diner has announced in Ottawa 
that the Meat Board, the »Dalry 
Products Board and the Special 
Products Board would continue 
thelr -operations.

OHEMICAL SUMMERFALLOW 
RECOMMENDED 
The question has arisen on num- 
erous occasions In the minds of 
western farmers----is {t advisable 
to kill weeds in summerfallow with 
Two-Four-D? 
Well, the Department of Agricul- 
ture says it recommends the use 
of the weed killer to destroy must- 
ard and other susceptable annual 
weeds on summerfallow and in 
wheat, oats, barley and rye. 
‘The recommendation comes from 
George Knowles, weeds specialist 
of the fleld husbandry division, 
central experimental farm at Ot- 
tawa. Last year he carried out ex- 
periments at the Dominion Ex- 
perimenta) Farm, Indian Head and 
at its Regina substation, 
Chemical summerfallow, {f not 
too costly, will fit into the soll 
drifting control program, as {it 
promises to reduce cultivation to 
the minimum. The cost of this new 
method of summerfallow, said 
Knowles, has not yet been deter- 
mined. 
It is possible, he said, that ex- 
cessive use of Two-Four-D on sum- 
merfallow and on the crops follow- 
ing summerfallow might for a per- 
fod of years cause a buildup of 
Two-Four-D in the soil. An ex- 
periment {s being commenced to 
find out if this assumption {s cor- 
rect, he said, but it may take sev- 
eral years to find the answer. In 
the meantime, said Knowles, it is 
good economics as well as a good 
precaution to use the minimum 
amount of the spray necessary to 
kill the weeds, 
LIVESTOCK CONDITIONS 
GooD IN ALBERTA 
A report by the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture shows that 
livestock conditions are generally 
good in the province despite the 
prolonged winter and the unsea- 
sonable spring. 
The cold, backward spring wea- 
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pastures and forage crops. Al- 
though reports show that fairly 
satisfactory conditions prevail in 


most districts, cool drying winds 
have taken much of the surface 
moisture from the soll and rains 


are needed throughout the pro- 
vince. 
Livestock marketed during the 


spring months has been consider- 
ably lighter than in the same 
period in 1946, Prices for all beef 
animals haye been good, and ex- 
cellent prices have been received 
at commlnity auctions in Alber- 
ta, There {s a brisk demand, says 
the department for all classes of 
good breeding livestock. 

The production of milk and 
dairy products has shown decrea- 
ses of from two to seven percent 
in the province during the past 
two months, Factors contributing 
to these increases are the shorta- 
ges of farm labor and the more 
attractive prices for grain and 
livestock.. 

The removal of the subsidy on 
butter fat and milk for cheese 
making, with an increase in the 
ceiling price of these products has 
benefited producers slightly. 

But the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture says that the backward 
spring weather has provided little 
pasture for the dairy herds. There 
is a keen demand in the province 
for dairy heifers, indicating a con- 
tinued interest in this branch of 
agriculture, 

In the line of poultry the de- 
partment says that the continua- 
tion of contracts for eggs and 
poultry to British markets, coup- 
led with a two cent per dozen in- 


ted to maintain poultry flocks at 
least up to present standards. The 
assurance of a steady market for 
all eggs produced under the con- 


tract up until 1959, says the de- 
partment, has placed the industry 
on sound producing basis. 
RAIN NEEDED IN ALBERTA 
Looking over the crop situation 
in Alberta we find that soil mois- 
ture conditions througnout the 
province are fair to good but dry- 
ing winds have depleted ‘surface 
moisture and rain is needed. 

Although considerable soil drift- 
ing has taken place in some 
southern districts the general use 
of trash cover by farmers has 
greatly reduced potential soil lo- 
ses. a 

Wheat seeding in the province 
is nearly completed with about 90 
percent in the ground. Sixty per- 
cent of the oats now are in the 
ground, 50 percent of the barley 
and about half of the flax has 
been seeded. Decreased acreages 
of wheat and oats are indicated 
together with an increase in bar- 


ley and a substantial boost in 
flax acreage.

Freeze Only Vegetables 
om Garden 


Fresh Picked fr 


Vegetables to be stored in home 
freezing units or lockers should be 
frozen, just as they should be 
cooked, as soon as possible after 
harvesting. This is the recommen- 
dation made by state experiment 
stations which have tested loss of 
flavor, tendernéss and vitamin con- 
tent in vegetables after the harvest.

N. Y., showed also that Vitamin 
C content dropped os peas grew 
older, In lots harvested at different 
stages of maturity oyer a 10 day 
period, the oldest lots contained 
36 per cent less Vitamin C than the 
youngest. They also lost tender- 
ness, as indicated by a tenderom- 
eter reading of 80 for the youngest, 
and 140 for the oldest, Tenderom-

How to Help Seeds Grow

‘in Hot, Dry Weather 


A narrow board shading the row will speed germination of seeds im 


hot weather. 


Amateur gardeners who fail with 
summer sowings of short harvest 
vegetables, and must go without 
them in the late summer and fall, 
have no one to blame but them- 
selves. 

The usual excuse for failure is 
the weather. Hot weather prevent- 


| ed germination, they say, or the sun

burned up the seedlings. This does 
happen when-seed is sown with 
no more care than in the cool, moist 
days of spring. But a few simple 
precautions can easily remove the 
danger from the heat. 

First, make drills a little deeper 
than you do in the spring; and soak 
the soil thoroughly by running the 
hose in the drill) Then cover the 
seed with soil so porous that it can- 
not be baked to a crust, or compact- 
ed by heavy rain. . 

Loamy gardens with plenty of 
sand may not need a special soil 
for this summer covering; but 
where there is any doubt, prepare 
it by mixing peat moss, or some 
other form of humus, half and half 
with sand. Peat moss or sand alone 
can be used, but the mixture is 
preferable. Cover the seed with 
this, water well and keep moist un- 
til the seeds sprout. 

This may require that the row be 


ings, straw, or saw dust; strips of 
Rastaey or a canopy of narrow 
boards, held an inch above the 
soil by blocks which allow air to 
circulate freely, will provide the 
shade. This helps keep moisture 
in the soil, and lowers the temper- 
ature somewhat 

There are few gardens where the 
materials necessary for these pre- 
cautions are not at hand, and i8 
will take very little time to use 
them, Daily inspection should be 
given to make sure the soil above 
the seeds continues moist. The min- 
ute sprouts appear, shading should 
be removed, so that the plants have 
full sunlight. Until they have be- 
come established, daily sprinkling 
with the hose may prove benefi~ 
cial. 

The time for summer sowing de- 
pends on the crop to be grown, an@ 
the date when first freezing weath- 
er is expected. The average data 
of the first killing frost in your lo- 
cality may be obtained from the 
local weather bureau. Sow each 
crop early enough to allow it to ma- 
ture two or three weeks before the 
frost date. In the case of lettuce 
and other crops which dislike hot 
weather, use only the fast growing, 
earliest varieties, and sow as late 
as possible, preferably after the

Victoria County Establishing Pension Scheme For Employees ‘Survival Is 


@ Way To Combat Communism, 


View Taken 


By Councillors 


What was described as a measure 
to combat Communism was approv- 
ed by County Council when 
the report of the Pension Commit- 
tee, recommending the establish= 
ment of Dominion Government 
Annuities, was adopted. Members 
believed Victoria was the first 
County in the Province to adopt 
such a pension plan for its employ- 
ees. 

The report had been 
Thursday afternoon until the Com- 
mittee adjourned and was further 
discussed before it was adopted. 

In referring to the report Reeve 
Mitchell of Verulam said it was an 
undisputed fact that Communism is 
rampant in the United States and 
was invading Canada. “We have 
to make the people satisfied here 
or they will become susceptible to 
the Communist doctrine,” he as- | 
serted, adding, “the pension plan 
will combat the invasion of Com- 
munists.” He stated that the ma- 
jority of the strikes in the United

They say that the farmers can 
charge any price for beef they see 
fit and the price they are asking 
now is too high to allow a reason- 
able margin of profit to meat 
dealers. They point out they still 
have the W-P-T-B charts which 
they must abide by and can sell 
beef at only the controlled price | 
on the charts. The farmer, on the | 


other hand, they point out, has no 
restrictions as far as price 1s con- 
cerned when he offers beef for 
sale. 

Butchers also say that the pack- 
ing houses are not forwarding 
them much meat and as both sour- 
ces of supply are curtailed {t 1s not 
plentiful. 

They believe there are two ways 
the situation may be remedied. 
One is by the lifting of the ceiling 
price on retail beef and the other 
is for the farmers to reduce their 
selling price,

Orillia Will 
Build Third 
Power Plant 


Orillia,, Friday-- The Orillia 


Water, Light and Power Commis- 
sion will develop a third hydro- 
electric power plant without delay 
as the result of a decision reached 
by the commission this week, ‘The 
shortage of power prompted the 
| development at Mathiasville on 
the South Muskoka River. 

The Hydro-Electric Power Com- 
mission of Ontario recently relieved 
the Orillia commission of 500 horse- 
power, which was being supplied to 
rura] customers in Orillia and Oro 
Townships, but this has been more 
than taken up by a steadily increas- 
ing domestic load tn Orillia and {n- 
creased power demands by the 
Orillia industries. 


Recently the peak loads on tne 
Orillia system have risen to 15,000 
horsepower more than the capacity 
of Orillia’s two plants on the Severn 
River and at Minden, Engineers’ 
Teports show that the development 
of the Mathfasville project, while 
expected to cost about $878,630 for 
construction and $61,354 annual cost 
of operation, will be cheaper in the 
long run than purchasing hydro’ 
power. 

Even with the present high water 
levels the capacity of the two plants

THE 
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McNaughton Airs His Views 


On Possibl 


e Arctic Attack 


Toronto, Friday (BUP)---Our 
representative on the United Nar- 
fons Atomic Energy Commission--- 
General A.G.L. McNaughton---last 
night in Montreal gave his views 
on the possibilities of an attack on 
the North American Continent. 

He said preparedness against at- 
tack on North America could only 
come from a combination of forces 
of Europe and Asi- with dominance 
to the oceans to the West, East, and 
to the North. 

However, he said, that as matters 
stand at present, such a consolida- 
tion of power does not exist. 

He told the American institute 
of Electrical Engineers that the 


best protection for the countries 
of North America----and for the 
world---is an effective organiza- 
tion of security under the U-N. 

Going on to talk about new ways 
of war, General McNaughton said, 
“We now have to contemplate the 
pos ity of aircraft at supersonic 
speeds, and guided missiles.” 

And, he said, we must realize that 
these forms of bombardment may 
b> rapidly followed up by consider- 
able airborne forces. 

He said it is clear from official 
statements that Canada “intends to 
continue, as we have always done, 
to carry our full and proper res- 
ponsibilities for the defence of our 
own territory.

‘Toronto, Wednesday (BUP)— 

Premier George Drew announces 
today that the Ontario Governmes 
terminated the appointment of the 
Canadian members of the Niagara 
Falls Bridge Commission. 

‘The announcement is a sequel to 
the controversy which is raging 
around the Commission's decision 
to crase the names of Churchill and 
Roosevelt from the big bell at the 
Niagara Falls carillon, and to dedi- 
cate the bell to all allied leaders of 
the Second World War. 

Drew said that “There are other 
and better ways in which Canada's 
dignity can be preserved if mem- 
bers of the Commission did in fact 
intend some slight upon the office 
of the Prime Minister of Canada.” 

“Therefore” he said, “the Ontar- 
1o Government has terminated th: 
appointment of those who have 
been jointly responsible for this 
unfortunate incident.” 

Drew says that new appointments 
will be made as soon as possible 
and that in the meantime Proyin- 
cial Secretary Roland Michener has 
been appointed a member of the 
Niagara Falls Bridge Commission. 

The Canadian members of the 
Commission are AJ. Haines, of St. 
Catharines ---T.B. McQuestion o 
Hamilton and Ross Horstone. 

Drew's said----"The 
Canadian members of the Niagara

Assessors Should Be Free 
From Pressure Of Councils. 


H. J. Bennett, president of the 
Association of Assessing Officers 
of Ontario, in convention at Sud- 
bury says he thinks a lot of the 
inequalities of assessment and as- 
sessment fluctuations are caused 
by outside pressure being brought 
to bear on the assessors by elected 
offictals. 

“Problems have 
always given rise to wide differ- 
ence of opinions amongst asses- 
sors, politicians, realtors and in 
fact all ratepayers”, Mr. Bennett 
stated in his pre-convention ad- 
dres#, Continuing Mr. Bennett ob- 
served, “Although we are sworn to 
carry out the provisions of the 
Assessment Act, yet assessors dif- 
fer in their interpretation of the 
Act, and who can blame them, 
when Courts of Revision, County 
Judges, or expert witnesses disa- 
gree on interpretations of what 
is set down in the Act to guide 
the assessor. Every assessor, like 
every ratepayer is human, all are 
unconsciously influenced in their 
judgments, as to proper assessment 
procedure, by their respective men- 
tal make-ups, their pre-conceived 
notions, or if even their personal 
interests are affected, or as they 
think they will be affected. We 
assessors are supposed to be inde- 
pendent, and guided by the Asses- 
sment Act, yet I wonder how many 
assessors are influenced, for in- 
stance by the wishes, requests or 
sometimes orders of elected offi- 
cials, who have the power to cut 
their salary or wages, if they don’t 
play ball with them.” 

Mr. Bennett asserted, “I 
the opinion that assessors 
be able, like such officials

Cream Sale Control Plan 
Is Endorsed By Producers 


Toronto, Tuesday— 
Minister T. lL. Kennedy announced 
Tuesday night that, by a vote of 
approximately 1,200 to 200, the 
cream producers of Ontario have 
approved a marketing scheme for 
the sale of thelr product. A meet- 
ing of representative producers 
from the various counties will be 
hnld this Friday for the purpose 
of establishing a marketing board, 
he added. 

The board will have power 
regulate and control the marketing 
of cream produced in the province 
and which {s manufactured into 
butter, Provision is made under the 
Farm Products Marketing Act for 
setting up county groups and dis- 
trict committees of producers, 

The scheme also provides for

creamery operators, 
at a nominal fee of $1 and the 
Ncensing of all cream producers 
on the basis of a fee of one-tenth 
of a cent per pound butterfat on 
all cream delivered to a creamery.

Many years ago, a large institu- 
tion conducted experiments on di- 
et to find out how much physical 
work could be done by a group of 
students on a definite amount of 
food daily. It is reported that as 
this diet lacked a sufficient amount, 


of animal proteins--meat, eggs, 
fish--to suit the appetite of some 
students, they stole into town at 
night and ate the extra proteins 
they wanted. It can be seen that 
the results of this experiment, as 
published, did not give the real 
facts thanks to the disloyalty of 
a few students, 

However, in the armed forces, 
the men are given a definite am- 
ount of the various foods to make 
up the all-round diet needed for 
their daily tasks, and to keep the 
body processes working properly. 
Observations on the amount of 
food given and the amount of 
work this amount of food. enables 
the man to do are now being pub- 
lished and, because the food and 


the published conclusions should 
be reliable, 


Drs, H, A, Kraut and E. A. Mil-

DIVIDE BEE COLONIES BEFORE 


END JULY 

Whether the intention of the bee- 
keeper is to increase honey produc- 
tion or to increase the number of 
bees, the method is by division of 
colonies, It is’ important that any 
division of colonies should be made 
during the’ main honey flow, not 
later than the last week of July, so 
that the new colonies may have 
ample time to become strong be- 
fore winter, Where honey produc- 
tion is the main consideration, the 
colony should be divided only once. 
Where the increase of colonies is 
the desired object, the following 
methods may be used, advises C 
B, Gooderham, Dominion Aplarist 

At the beginning of the main 
honey flow when the colony has 
reached full strength, moye all 
brood to an upper super above a 
queen excluder, leaving the queen 
below on empty combs, If the queen 
has occupied two’ chambers, place 
all brood possible in the upper one 
Nine days later, split the brood 
that is in the supers into two 
frame nuclei, leaving one queen 
cell in each nuclews—or, better 
still, destroy all queen cells and 
introduce a young laying queen to 
each, 

As soon as the colony becomes 
strong at the beginning of the main 
honey flow, remove two combs of 
emerging flood brood with adhering 
bees and one comb of honey; 
place these in a new hive; fill up 
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a laying queen. Replace the combs 
taken from the parent colony with 
empty drawn combs. This can be 
repeated four or five times during 
the honey. flow, Beth

METHOD OF CONTROL 
CUCUMBER BEETLE 

The striped cucumber beetle is 
the most common and destructive 
insect attacking cucumbers, squash, 
pumpkins, and melons, says W. G. 
Matthewman, Division of Ento- 
mology, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. The beetle is about a 
quarter of an inch jn length and 
yellow in colour, with a black head 
and three longitudinal black stripes 
down the back,

It is being ignored in official cir- 
cles, and the little old man main- 
tains) a rugged bodyguard at his 
garden gate. 

The Agence Photographique 
Francaise, however, heard that a 
control commission was going to 
witness a demonstration of this 
secret weapon, They stationed a 
photographer nearby, armed with 
a telescopic lens eyen more form- 
idable looking than the little old 
man’s gadget. 

The photographer reports that 
the inventor showed up in his 
garden with a large knapsack on 
his back.

The biggest secret scems to be 
the inventor's name, He has not 
been identified, even by the pho- 
tographer with the telescopic lens 
or by the guinea pig,

Memphis is finding space for 
community living without spending 
millions of dollars for new schools 
auditoriums, sports arenas and re- 
creation centers. 

It’s going to utilize what it al- 
ready has—a program adaptable 
in almost every community tn the 
country. 

The Memphis Press-Scimitar 
found the answer to the problem 
that is plaguing municipal au- 
thorities throughout the country 
when it sent one of its reporters 
on a survey of existing public 
buildings. 

He found dozens of them, on 
which taxpayens already had 
spent millions of dollars, idle 
most of the time. He asked edi- 
torially why it wouldn't be smart- 
er to make better use of those al- 
ready built than to spend more 
millions on other public buildings 
that also would be utilized only 
a fraction of the time. 

The {dea caught the popular 
fancy, The president of Memphis 
State College came forward with 
suggestions for using college fa- 
cilities to better community ad- 
vantage. The local chapter of the 
American Society of University 
Women endorsed the plan. There 
have been numerous official prom- 
ises of cooperation. 

Memphis has a six-buildings Na- 
tional Guard Armoury. The State 
Guard drills there once a week, 
the American Legion Post meets 
there twice a month, ‘the Cotton 
Carnival bands are housed there

Before the war, the Park Com- 
mission planned {o put a. sports 
arena in the Shelby County bulld- 
ing. Then the Second Army used 
the fair ground for wartime head- 
quarters—it’s that big. Now the 
yoters haye approved a multl- 
million dollar bond issue to pay 
for a new $800,000 women's build- 
ing, a new $2,000,000 sports arena, 
and other structures. 

The Press-Scimitar asked why

The only public building in 
Memphis getting virtually  full- 
time use is the auditorium, Count- 
ing out hot summer weeks, it 
housed 257 attractions last year 
and promises to do as well this 
year, ranging from wrestling to 
symphonies. But if a new $2,000,- 
000 sports arena 1s built, it must 
take at least some of its attrac-

Department uses a few in the 
summer, but most lie idle—just 
as idle and useless as most of the 
excellent libraries which every 
junior and senior high school is 
required by law to maintain. 

All these things, and many more 
like them, the taxpayers pald to 
build, pay to maintain, but get 
no use from them most of the 
year. Meanwhile, bond ‘issues are 
yoted to provide yet more facili- 
tles, to do things that these could 
do, and themselyes to He idle a 
great deal of the time.

“Father” preferred railroads or 
steel, conservative but safe. 

Bul in the last seven and a half 
years, “Life with Father” has 
probably piled up a bigger profit 
for its backers than Clarence Day, 
{ts Victorlan hero, ever made in 
the lfetime on Wall Street. 

By now the play has taken on 
an air of permanence that Father 
would haye appreciated. Over its 
marquee a’sign reads Established 
1939”. On June 14, “Life with 
Father” gives its 3183rd perform- 
ance, the longest run in the history 
of the “theater in this country. 
Road companies have played an- 
other 2898 performances. Together 
they haye grossed nearly $10,100,- 
000, The New York run shows no 
signs of weakening. 

Opening night reviews caused 
little stir. The headlines were 
screaming of the Munich Beer 
Hall bomb plot on Hitler that day. 
The “phoney” war was on, and 
unidentified planes over Paris 
dropped copies of Soviet Premier 
Molotov'’s speech notifying the

FIXING THINGS 

We were interested to read that 
the Ontario Farm Products Bourd 
has approved the establishment of 
a floor price for strawberries on 
the! recommendation of. the On- 
tario Growers’ Marketing Board. 
Recalling to mind the unqualified 
failure with which price ceilings 
met we cannot conjure up a Very 
bright future for floor Prices. This, 
is just another attempt by a group 


| of individuals’ to Introduce a BYS~ 
| tem of planned economy into their 


business instead of ablding by. the 
natural laws of supply and demand. 

In the case of strawberries we 
find it difficult to imagine any 
more short-sighted scheme than 
to place a floor price on their gale, 
The predictions are that this year's 
strawberry crop will be a bumper 
one and Sf such is the case the 
price would ordinarily be fairly 
reasonable, Howeyer, the Market- 
ing Board has decreed that a 
minimum price of 1714 cents per 
quart be established and accord- 
ing to them the price ts not to go 
below this figure. Unfortunately 
we fail to see how this attempt to 
regulate the floor price of this 
fruit can possibly be effective be- 
cause We cannot imagine any pro- 
ducer losing much of his crop just 
because he cannot obtain the floor 
price, The chances are that he will 
sell at whatever price he is offered 
yather than take an out and out 
loss. It would be better to sell two 
boxes at a fair profit than to lose 


everything wailing for the higher ; 


controlled price, 

Several attempts to control the 
price of commodities have been 
made {n the past and all haye met 
with a marked degree of ‘failure 
even when subsidies were paid to 
offset producer tosses because the 
producers receiving the subsidies 
and the buying public didn’t take 
Jong to realize that they were pay- 
Ing the shol in the long run.

RURAL ACOIDENTS 
INCREASING 

The worst months for traffic nc- 
cldents are coming up, warns On- 
tario's Highway Minister, the Hon. 
George H, Doucett, Hyon now, the 
traffic toll is spiralling upward at 
an alarming rate, The seasonal 
upswing in accidents, according to 
the Department figures, starts to- 
ward the end of May, Por the past 
ten years, the monsh of June has 
shown an average of 14.6 more 
persons killed and 478 mcre in- 
jured than in the precending May. 
But comparative figures for June 
1937 and June 1946 showed some 
indication that the accident toll 
Was under better control: ten years 
ago in June, 76 persons were Kill- 
ed and 1,123 injured in Ontario's 
traffic accidents while last June, 
57 people were killed and 1,124 in- 
Jured. 

The incyease in rural accidents 
according to Mr. Doucett ts much 
greater than those occuring In ur- 
ban centers. Highway Department 
figures for the first quarter of 1947 
show that there was a 41.5 per 
cent increase in motor accidents in 
the rural areas as compared to a 
20.9 per cent increase in the ur- 
ban area. Property damage result- 
ing from motor accidents shows & 
61.1 per cent increase in rural 
centers over 49.6 per cent increase 
in the urban centers, 

Mr. Doucett stresses the need 
for motorists and non-motorists to 
observe every precaution on our 
urban and rural roadways. “There 
is no substitute’, he states, “for 
care, courtesy and common sense 
on the part of our drivers and pe- 
destrians.” 

Very drastic penalties will be 
meted out to owners and drivers 
of motor vehicles who do not abide 
by the measures imposed by the 
recent amendments to the Highway 
Act. The new laws go into effect 
on July ist and thereafter auto- 
matic suspensions of driving privi- 
Jeges will follow conviction where 
an accident occurs arising out of 
such offences as: failing to stop at 
a-through street; failing to heed a 
traffic signal; failing to signal 
properly when turning; driving 
without prescribed lights; operat- 
ing with defective brakes; over- 
crowding the driver's seat; and nu- 
merous other offences usually clas- 
sed as minor. 

“The accident news appearing in 
‘the press and on! the radio should 
serve”, states Mr. Doucett, “as & 
grim reminder to us all that it is 
up to each of us to do his or her 
part in halting the’ terrible loss of 
human life and suffering due to 
traffic accidents.””

Grocery men are quick to sense the 
new trend and as business once 
more returns to the normal basis 
of bargaining on a competitive 
market, more of this will be noticed, 
for women sheppers haye become 
price conscious and are bargain- 
hunting as in the old pre-war days. 

The most recent survey of com- 
parative prices in the U.S.A. and 
Canada conducted by the W.P.T.B. 
shows that the prices of most food 
and clothing items in every day use 
are still much lower in Canada. Up 
to the present date Canada’s cost 
of living still remains among the 
lowest in the world. 

A NOVELTY OR A NECESSITY? 

An American, Harry Kimmel- 
man, one of a number of American 
newspapermen touring Canada, has 
asked, “Why don’t the farmers here 
paint their barns?” A consplete an- 
swer to his direct question is not 
easy. The simplest answer we can 
give is that farmers here travel less 
than they do in the United States. 
Customs, like burrs, fasten them- 
selves to travelling people. A farmer 
— one of those who thinks that a 
painted barn is a novelty rather 
than a necessity—on a first tour of 
New York City, might also ask, 
“Why do businessmen in New York 
decorate and flood-light the tops 
of sky-scrapers?” In either case the 
cost adds substantially to the busi- 
hess investment. 

We are not sure that we care to 
see a great many more painted 
barns. Not, at least, until more 
farmers see for themselves where 
they can make real {mproyements, 
A badly painted barn is like a badly 
painted woman: neither of them 
adds to the attractiveness of their 
surroundings. Repairs are more ini- 
portant, and we doubt very much 
whether an edifice without leaks 
will crumble more quickly than 
those that are thinly coated with 
paint. 

Our climate is cold. Barns with- 
out proper ventilation sweat badly 
here in Winter. As a result, paint 
often peels off in one season, and 
without it the natural pores left 
open preserve the wood as much 
as paint would prevent erosion. A 
well-painted barn here requires 
sound thinking as well as money 
and a sense of beauty. (Peterboro 
Examiner)

X-RAY CHEST EXAMINATION 
WITHOUT REMOVING 


OLOTHING 

One of the good things resulting 
from World War It was the mass 
examination by X-ray of the chests 
of all reoruits, Although finding the 
germ of tuberculosis 1s the greatest 
proof that tuberculosis 1s present, 
there are times when the germ 1s 
not found, On the other hand, the 
X-ray will show the actual condl- 
tion of the lungs better than the 
stethoscope and the same films 
will be obtained each time. 


There are times when parents 
will not permit their child to re- 
moye his or her clothing to allow 
the school nurse or physician to ex- 
amine the chest properly, which al- 
so prevents an examination for 
spinal curvature which is not hard 
to correct in its early stage. 


To save time and space, medical 
officers in World War II had the 
chest of every man and woman ex- 
amined, many without removing 
clothing. In “United States Public 
Health Reports,” Dr. Ira Lewis 
states that X-ray films are not 
obscured and there are not any 
more errors made when the cloth- 
ing is worn than when {ft is re- 
moved. 

In 100 random X-ray films of 
unclothed individuals, shadows 
showing early tuberculosis were 
noted in 69. Of these, 66 were re- 
ported again when films were made 
}of the same individual clothed. 
Technical faults and errors in in- 
terpreting the X-ray films accoun- 
ted for the other 3. © 

It is known that there are men 
and women who shrink from re- 
moving their clothing for an ex- 
amination of any kind. But what 
they forget is that by being unwil- 
ling to help the physician make sure 
of his diagnosis, they are not only 
endangering their own lives but 
the lives of members of their fami- 
les and all others with whom they 
come in contact, should active 
tuberculosis be present. 

The fact that now the chest can 
be examined by X-ray without re- 
moving the clothing should make 
everybody (men, women and chil- 
dren) be willing to have an X-ray 
film of his or her chest, 

We should alj remember that 
notwithstanding the successful 
treatment of tuberculosis, when dis- 
Covered it is still the most wide- 
Spread of all human infections in 
all parts of the world, 


CAUSES OF ASTHMA ARE 
WITHIN AND WITHOUT THE 
BODY - 


Until recently, as the cause was 
unknown, asthma was taken for 
Granted. The patient went through 
the attack sitting up in bed or on 
a chair, otfen supported by his 
elbows or knees. His face became 
dark, breathing in short and 
breathing out long, in some cases. 
In other cases, breathing was long 
in and out, while wheezing, con- 
tinuous coughing, and finally get- 
ting rid of a little plug of mucous. 
The attacks usually lasted from 
minutes to a couple of hours. 

It is only during the past two 
years that’ physicians have recog- 
nized that asthma was a group of 
symptoms of a syndrome, and that 
while the drug adrenalin (eplie- 
phrine) would relieve attacks, there 
were two “main” causes, 

“Where asthma begins before the 
ago of 30, the cause is allergic un- 
less proved otherwise. When astn- 
mua pegins after 40, the cause is 
not allergic unless proved other- 
wise. To know the age, onset ts vi- 
tal.” This quotation by Dr. Fran- 
cls M .Rachemann, Boston, ap- 
peared in an editorial in “Olint- 
ca\ Medicine." 

Like many other ailments, the 
causes of asthma came trom within 
the body itself or from conditions 
outside the body, This, if the 
cause {5 from without, allergy or 
sensitiveness to various substances 
such as dust, pollen from plants, 
furs, feathers, foods, the patient 
can move away or avold the sub- 
stances causing the asthma, Some- 
times, by going into a hospital in 
a well-ventilated, clean or air- 
conditioned room, the patient 
avoids the attacks completely, 
thus showing allergy to be the 
cause, 

Where the cause Is inside the 
body--such as disturbances of nose, 
throat and bronchial tubes-- these 
disturbances must be corrected be- 
fore the patient Is made free of 
asthmatic attacks, 

Another cause of asthma, more 
recently discovered, is emotional 
disturbances, Emotional disturban- 
es can upset the nose, throat and 
bronchial tubes just as they upset 
heart, stomach and blood vessels, 
While the treatment of an as- 
thmatic attack can usually be con- 
trolled by injections of epine- 


phrine (adrenalin), the cause 
should be sought, remembering 
that the history of the attacks 


will usually point out the cause, 


THAT BODY OF YOURS | 


By Dr. Barton M.D. 


OVERWEIGHT IS A DISEASE 
Now that overweight (obesity) 1s 
considered a disease that requires 
treatment to prevefit complications 
(dinbetes, kidney, heart and blood- 
vessel disease), physiclans every- 
where are investigating the cause 
{n each case so that the proper 
treatment can be given. Gone are 
the days when the patient was 
simply told to cat less food and 
he or she would lose welght, he- 
cause these overwelght people saw 
friends and acquaintances who 
ate more than they did and were 
of normal weighé or underweight, 
As a matter of fact, this simple 
advice to eat iss food, would, if 
followed faithfully, rerluce weight 
in every case. 


However being told tc eat less 
food without examination of the 
patient, no tests for gland condi- 
tions, no inquiry as to the amount 
of exercise or physical work done 
daily, gave no satfsfaction to the 
patient, and in the great majority 
of cases he did not cit down on his 
food intake. 


The body is a machine and will 
perform work in proportion to the 
amount of fuel (food) that is given 
{t, In’ those of normal! or average 
weight, the food or ftlel given. the 
body enables it to do the physical 
work required by the ind{vidual 
and perform all the “inside’’ work 
done to keep the body warm, di- 
gest food, get rid of wastes, manu- 
facture blood and juices, keep 
lungs and heart working. If more 
food or fuel is given, snan it needs, 


it throws it out of the body, as 
wastes--urine, wastes {from bowel, 
wastes from lungs ind wastes 


from skin-perspiration. 

The reason that the same amount 
of food given some individuals 
causes them to put on excess. fat 
is that they have an “economical” 
body, a body that. doés all the work 
done by the individual of normal 
weight, and still has some extra 
fuel or food in the body which ib 
refuses to throw out as wastes, It 
is this surplus food that gets stor- 
ed away as fat in and on the body. 

It can thus be seen that the old 
advice to eat less food is al! ‘hat 
{fs needed to prevent a gain in 
weight and to remove excess fat. 
However, it is the starch foods-po- 
tatoes, sugar, bread--that should 
first be reduced in amount. Meat, 
eggs, fish, should not be reduced. 


TWO NEW DRUGS FOR 
PINWORMS 


Parents may wonder why the 
medicine prescribed by thelr phy- 
sician fails to get rid. of pinworms 
in their children. One child may 
be freed of sympiomis--restlessness, 
disturbed sleep, lack of appetite 
particularly at breakfast, itching 
at anus, pallor, circles under eyes 
and the blood--yet the other other 
children develop the disease when 
they become well the first child 
may have another attack. 

What parents forget is that the 
female pinworm deposits enormcus 
numbers of eggs on the skw 
about the anus, These become 
spread all around the house, even 
around the mouldings of ceilings. 

I have spoken about the various 
methods of treatment, including 
enemas infused with quassta chips, 
santonin and calomel tablets, and 
taking tablets of gentian violet by 
mouth, 

In the “North Carolina Medical 

Journal,” Dr. W. N. Sisk of Kala- 
mazoo, Mich, states that the chief 
drawback to treatment by gentian 
Violet is that it is so often causes 
nausea. If the tablets are taken 
30 minutes before meals, it greatly 
lessens the nausea, Two to three 
weeks’ treatment by gentian violet 
is usually necessary to get com- 
pletely rid of the pinworms. How- 
ever, as practically all members 
of the family may develop pin- 
worms, the whole household should 
receive treatment at the same 
time--even if there apparently are 
no pinworms present. 
Where the above methods of get- 
ting rid of plnworms are not ef- 
fective, Dr. Sisk suggests that two 
new drugs--butolan and lubisan-- 
are worth a trial. Butolan was us- 
ed in a few cases with some im- 
provement and no toxic (polso- 
nous) reactions, but the cure rate 
was low with the doses given, “Lu- 
brisan was used in capsules con- 
taining 0.2 gm (3 grains.) For 
adults, six capsules were given each 
morning on an empty stomach, 
and no breakfasts was eaten for 
three hours. The same dose was 
given three successive days and 
after four days’ rest. was repeat- 
ed for three more days. Smaller 
doses were given children under 12 
years of age," Thirty-seven of 50 
patients treated were considered 
cured, as high a rate as any oth- 
er drug used; and there were no 
toxic symptoms. Dr. Sisk suggests 
that larger doses of lubisan should 
be tried and longer courses of 
treatment given,

1,000 DUTCH FARMERS SAILING 


FOR CANADA 

One thousand Dutch farmers are 
going to sail from Holland for Can- 
eda next Tuesday. This was an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
by thé acting Minister of Mines 
and Resources in charge of im- 
migration branch, C.D, Howe. 

Mr. Howe made his announce- 
ment in answer to a quéstion made 
by an opposition member the day 
before when the Minister announced 
that Canada was prepared to ac- 
cept a total of five thousand dis- 
placed persons from Europe to work 
in various branches of Canadian 

dustry. It's understood that in 
@rccai terms, they will be admitted 

under existing rules and regulations 
laid down by the Immigration 

Branch, 

Many of the immigrants in the 
tive thousand first named by Mr. 
Howe are expected to be experienc- 
ed in the art of farming, and to 
take up work on Canadian farms. 
Mr, Howe said that the Goyernment 
had hoped that before this, there 
would be an international agree- 
ment about the problem of dis- 
placed persons and which countries 
would take them in as immigrants. 
However, the Minister pointed out 
that one delay after another has 
brought about a situation where the 
Government hes to act immediately 
if lt expects to haye any choice in 

Wee matter, 

As for the international organiz- 
ation and the allocations it is likely 
to make, Mr. Howe sald, that what- 
ever Canada’s figure would finally 
be, the five-thousand immigrants 
this country takes now would be 
deducted from that figure. 

Opposition leader John Bracken 
asked how many displaced persons 
there were in D-P camps in Europe 
who would require repatriation to 
some other country. Mr. Howe re- 
plied that the figure was about 350. 
thousand, and pointed out that the 
five-thousand figure Canada was 
accepting immediately was really a 
drop in the bucket. 
AGRICULTURE BILL PASSED IN 

BRITAIN 

The British House of Commons 
jas passed the Labor Government's 
unprecedented Agriculture Bill, The 
bill was passed by the House of 
Commons without a recorded vote 
and sent to the House of Lords af- 
ter stiff oppostion was put up by 
the Liberal and Conservative Par- 
ties in the Lower House against the 
measure. 

The bill, when it was introduced, 
was considered one of the most far- 
reaching steps the Labor Govern: 
ment had yet taken in its plan oy 
socialization of British industry. 
The bill, {f it passes the House of 
Lords, will give the Labor Goyern- 
ment the power to expropriate Brit- 
ish farms if the farmers do not live 
up to certain standards of produc- 
tion, 

The bill represents‘once again the 

@.. situation the United Kingdom 

{Inds itself In today. Not only 1s the 

U-K's supply of American and Can-_ 

adian dollars at an extremely low 

and serious level, but the U-K is 
still short of food. The only way 
basically, that the situation can be 
vemedied is for the United Kingdom 
to Increase production of both in- 
dustrial and agricultural products. 

And the Labor Government believes 

that if the farmer does not live uj, 

to certaln levels of production, he ts 
not only not doing his best to cor- 
rect the situation, but actually 1s in 

a effect sabotaging the British 

economy. 

TOO MANY POTATOES 

Too many potatoes--that is still 
the problem of the Department of 

griculture south of the border in 
the United States.And the Depart- 
ment has come up with a new ex- 
planation of why there 1s such a 
surplus. 

The Department, strangely enou- 
gh says the increased production ts 
due to efforts of American farmers 
to cut down on pest damage. The 


feed grain from the West to enable 
Eastern livestock producers to 
maintain last year's production 
levels. 

He made the statement to the 
House after J.A, Ross, Progressive 
Conservative mémber asked what 
action the Governmént wee taking 
to maintain the production of live- 
stock, That was during discussion 
on Agricultural Department esti- 
mates. 

Gardiner reminded members that 
there have been production de- 
creases “pretty well all along the 
line.” He was quick to add, however, 
that in the past few months {ncréa- 
ses in livestock production in East- 
ern Canada had placed production 
back on thé recovery road. 

The Agricultural Minister sald 
that he had met a delegation rep- 
resenting feed grain producers and 
dealers earlier in the day and that 
the members of the delegation had 
expressed the view that the biggest 
problem confronting the producers 
of livestock was the feed grain 
shortage. The’ Minister spoke of the 
effects of the late seeding this year 
in Eastern Canada and pointed out 
that Hasteiti livestock producers 
will have to rest heavily on West- 
ern supplies this coming winter. 

“Present prospécts are that not 
more than 45 per cent of the feed 
Produced in Ontario and Québec 
last year will be produced this 
year,” said Gardiner---"if this 
turns out to be the case it will mean 
that if we are to finish the livestock 
for which farmers have already 
made preparations on their farms, 
At least fifty per cent more grein 
will have to be shipped from the 
Prairies than was shipped to the 
east last year. 

Gardiner said that the prospects 
pointed to a good feed grain crop in 
Western Canada this year and that 
{t would probably be sufficient to 
handle Eastern requirements. 

VETS GRADUATE AT GUELPH 

Fresh graduates from the Ontario 
Veterinary College at Guelph, On- 
tario, are expected to take up their 
duties in Canada’s agricultural in- 
dustry before very long. And there's 
hope that there won't be another 
great shortage of vats for a good 
while. 

This was the good news to farm 
members of Parliament in the Com- 
mons last night. Agricultural Min- 
ister Gardiner was asked several 
questions about the number of vets 
in Oanada during House consider- 
ation of his estimates for the next 
fiscal year. 

Gardiner sald the shortage of 
vets was not so much the result of 
the war, when the dairy and live- 
stock industry was operating at a 
fairly low prices. He recalled that 
most of the veterinarians around 
the country districts simply disap- 
peared because they could not get 
sufficient work to keep them em- 
ployed. 

In any case, there are about 100 
students in the third year at O-A-o 
in Guelph, Most of them are men 
who have come back from overseas 
and many of them are ones who 
had Intended to go into vet courses 
before the war. 

“T am hopeful,” sald Mr, Gar- 
diner, “that we shall never go back 
to the conditions we had before.” 
He sald the first. group of vets to 
come out of O-A-C will graduate 
in 1948 and that there will be a 
much bigger class graduating in 
1949,

It would seem that any farmer 
with a silo should seriously zon- 
sider filling it with clover or corn 
Silage. 

ANNUAL HAY CROP 

After all, an abundance of rough- 
age on our farms {s possibly more 
necessary (han concentrates, These 
suggestions might~ be useful for 
farmers who anticipate a shortage 
of roughage. 

OATS AND PEAS:- 2 bus. of oats 
and 1 bus, of peas per acre 
will produce as high as 2 tons 
per acre of high quality hay. 
This should be harvested when pods 
on the peas are about one half 
formed, Rust resistant varieties of 
oats are particularly récommended 
for late seeding. Any long ur med- 
jum strawed variety of peas may 
be used, 

MILLETS:- Millets may be sown 
for hay from early spring through 
the first week in July, Recommend- 
ed varieties are Empire, Hungarian 
and Japanese, planted ar the rate 
of 20 to 30 lbs. per acre on wel) 
prepared solls. They should be har- 
vested for hay when the plants are

*CDNA Demands Removal Of Threat To Freedom 


Equal Rights To Broadcast 


Essential To Its Survival | 


Ottawa, Thursday, (BUP)—The 
Canadian Daily Newspaper Asso- 
ciation has demanded revision of 
the Dominion radio law to remove 
the threat of freedom of the press. 

In a brief presented yesterday to 
the Parliamentary Radio Commit 
tee, the CDNA charged that news- 
papers are generally being dis: 
eriminated against by the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation in the 
issuance of radio Hcenses. 

Publishers say that a “fantastic!” 
situation exists where the govern- 
ment can control the dissemination 
of news and opinion by radio in the 
form of the new-developed fascim- 
fle newspapers which may replace 
newspapers as they now exist. 

‘The CDNA brief, which was pres- 
ented by the noted Toronto lawyer 
--J.J, Robinette-- says newspapers 
must have equal rights to broadcast 


in order to assure their survival In 
the future. 

And the brief describes the dis- 
crimination against newspaper- 
ownership of radio stations as 
“unwarranted, unfair and contrary 
to the public interest” 

However, the ODNA suggestion 
that an independent body be sect 
up to administer radio laws drew 
sharp criticism from Liberal M-P 
J.G.L. Langlois from Gaspe. 

Langlois describes the suggestion 
as “fascist.” And he asked the 
C-D-N-A Counsel whether the 
board should be responsible to Par- 
lament. 

Robinette, in reply said “no” and 
added that the board's decisions 
should not be subject to review 
of parliament, although it would be 
dependent on parliament for fin- 


ances and appointments. 


Dealers Urged To Order 
Their. Hard Coal Earlier 


Anthracite dealers from Quebec 
and Eastern Ontarlo were urged to 
place their orders early and to 
stretch them over a period of sev- 
eral months or there may be a coal 
shortage next fall, 

GB. Fillmore, member of the 
producers’ and retailers’ committee 
of the Anthracite Institute of Un- 
ited States, met with 250 dealers 
and told them “We can meet our 
commitments if we get a running 
start, but not if people wait until 
the fall.” 

He urged dealers to order var- 
ious sizes of coal and to spread their 
orders oyer the summer months. 
He pointed out that Eastern Can- 
ada now is taking about 4,500,000 
tons of anthracite annually from 
U.S.A. as compared with 2,000,000 
tons before the war. 

Local coal dealers are being cir- 


cularized by various dealer bulletin 
services on the outlook for the com- 
ing winter, Dealers have been told 
that the only vendors who can ex- 
pect an increase in their tonnage 
this season are those who store 
heavily during the summer months. 

The precarious fuel oil supply 
situation has had a tendency to 
cause Uneasiness on the part of 
coal merchants, They are worried 
lest some oil burning equipment be 
shelved in favor of coal and there- 
fore aggravate the supply situation. 

One bulletin service says it is 
possible that the price of anthracite 
may increase in price following a 
new wage scale agreement which 
may be negotiated with hard and 
soft coal miners at the end of 
June. The bituminous coal miners’ 
contract expires on June 30th and 
shortly after that date a new an- 
thracite contract may be negotiated

“The next five years will see a 
greater development in Haliburton 
possibly than in any other place 
in America and this year you 
might be well advised from a mu- 
nicipal standpoint, to avoid all 
great expenditures.”

“The development you see here 
is just part of a mighty program 
in the province of Ontario,” Mr. 
Frost continued, adding “We are 
growing fast, our population is in-

creasing here quicker than in any 
other province.” The speaker told 
his listeners that “Most of the 
buildings seen that day travelling 
from Lindsay north through to 
Minden were constructed during 
the last 10 or 15 years. “The coun- 
tryside has completely changed, 
both in character and economio 
background in that period,” Mr. 
Frost stated. 

In conclusion he cited the prob- 
lem of roads in the area. He said 
that if municipalities could work 
on maintenance and avoid getting 
mixed up in the labor market and 
heavy capital expenditure it would 
be worthwhile. Mr, Frost intima- 
ted that the Dept. of Highways 
would be spending $50,000,000 this 
year and said he had tried to get 
as much as possible for Victoria 
but that there was still a consider- 
able portion left over for other 
places. 


“By a careful study of the pre- 
sent Assessment Act you will be 
surprised, as I have been, partic- 
ularly when you find definite pro- 
visions made for the appointment 
of an “Assessor” and his duties as 
defined in Section 23, that the 
Act does not contain any defini- 
tlon of an “Assessor”.

That is the 
opinion of George Hurst, supervi- 
sor of special assessments in the 
Assessment Division, Toronto, ex- 
presed before the sixth annual 
meeting of the Association of As- 
sessing Officers of Ontario held at 
Sudbury this week. 

“The duties of an assessor are 
clearly set forth in the Assessment 
Act, and to perform these duties 
requires of him all the knowledge 
skill and experience that he can 
acquire for the reason that he is, 
in my opinion, the most important, 
official in any municipality,” Mr. 
Hurst told the meeting, Continu- 
ing, Mr, Hurst said, “An assessor 
should be well equipped with pro- 
per records, books, maps, plans, 
files etc, together with the ne- 
cessary clerical assistance. All these 
essentials, combined with his ex- 
perience and ability, should enable 
him to perform his many duties 
in a creditable manner to him- 
self and In a just and equitable 
way to his municipality and its 
taxpayers.”

7,000 British Immigrants 
Flying To Ontario--Drew 


Toronto, Friday (BUP)— Some 
seven thousand persons from Bri- 
tain will be coming to spttle In 
Ontario this year. 

That's what Premier George Drew 
anngunced in Toronto last night. 

Premier Drew said that upward of 
reven thousand persons will be 
flown at their own expense to On-~ 
tarlo this year from the United 
Kingdom, 

He says that negotiations for this 
mass movement by alr were begun 
with representatives of the Trans- 
ocean Air Lines shortly after he 
arrived in England last month, 
And these negotiations haye now 
been completed, 

Said Drew--"Under the arrange- 
ments we have made, this operation 
will begin by the end of July, 


Drew says that those coming to 
Ontario will be subject to Federal 
Emigration requiréments and will 
be passed by their officials In Lon- 
don ¥ 

But he says they will be chosen on 


a selective basis by representatives 
of the Ontario House. He says in 
that way--'"'We will be able to make 
fure that there js priority upon 
the basis of our immediate require= 
ments in this Province.” 

The Ontario Planning Depart- 
ment will be responsible for arran- 
géments for the immigrants, 
Drew says Planning Minister Dana 
Porter 1s on his way to Ottawa to 
compléte all necessary details wilo 
Federal! authorities. :

Ontario farmers were having to 
forego seeding 1,000,000 acres, and 
Canadian Federation of Agricul- 
ture President H. H. Hannam was 
reporting that in Quebec seeding 
was only five per cent completed, 
and that New Brunswick faced a 
serious outlook for its potato and 
grain crops. 

In other words, Finance Minis- 
ter Abbott was freeing the farmers 
from price control at a time when 
their prospects of having anything 
to cell were at their gloomlest. The 
action cou'd hardly have been 
timed to cause greater irritation, 

During the war years the farm- 
ers operated under drastic controls 
which applied to every thing ex- 
cept their costs. Although they had 
to pay the inflated wages of war- 
time, they were not allowed to 
sell their products at the prices 
prevailing in free markets, The 
smoke-screen which the Govern- 
ment threw over its policy of dis- 
crimination against the farmer was 
the promise of floor prices. Propa-

‘This is because none of the plants 
js in a hurry to make seeds, In 
the spring all the annual vegeta- 
bles, those which complete their life 
cycle in one season, are seemingly 
intent upon seed production, and in 
the case of the leaf and root crops, 
when seed bearing begins, quality 
is so impaired that the harvest 
ends, 

Conspicuous examples of this are 
cauliflower and Chinese caybage. 
The first can seldom be matured 
by the amateur in spring, and’ the 
second js difficult. But both can be 
Broyn with ease in the fall, and

Brussel] sprouts and kale are at 
their best in the fall. Endive not 
only grows well in cold weather, but 
its flavor is greatly improved by 
frost. Spinach, which bolts to seed 
with the first warm days of sum- 
mer, no longer shows this tendency 
when grown in the fall, but gives 
a long harvest of top quality. 

_ Root crops also like the fall 
weather, but fo enjoy the highest 
quality summer sowings should be 
made so that new crops of beets, 
carrots and turnips will reach ma- 
turity in the early fall This is 
an excellent time to have the can- 
ning and freezing crops available. 
While old plantings of both bects 
and carrots will retain fair table 
quality until freezing weather 
comes, they should never be used 
for freezing or canning, and young- 
er plants will also be more welcome 
on the fall menu. 


For green onions, in the fall, on-

from seed sown in summer. 


out a winter's rest. The only way 
1o insure fall green onions is to 
sow onion seed six to eight weeks 
before the crop is desired. 

Slow growing vegetables, which 
need only to be sown once in order 


to give an all season harvest, enjoy 
the cool days and more plentiful 
rainfall of autumn as much as the 


early types. 

Swiss chard should be kept young 
by cutting off all leaves more than 
10 inches long, and encouraging new 
growth, which will be more tender. 
New Zealand spinach can be har- 
vested until freezing weather. Par- 
snips reach top quality after the first 
hard frosts, though many consider 
them excellent when half grown, 
and use them all summer. Pep- 
pers and egg plant produce: abun- 
dantly in the fall, and the late ma- 


ion sets will rarely be available, 
since last year’s crop cannot be 
kept dormant in hot weather, and 
the new crop is not sufficiently

. Daughter’s Murder Mystifies Her Parents — 


Party Crowd 
Are Quizzed 


Cochrane, Wednesday (BUP)— 
Five people are being questioned 
‘at Cochrane today in connection 
with the death of Valair Vandebelt, 
22-year-old Toronto nurse whose 
body was found in swampland north 
of Cochrane, Ont. Monday, Police 
believe that she died of strangula- 
tion and possibly of a fracturea 
skull 

The five persons questioned, two 
couples and a male companion of 
the young nurse, were participants 
of a party at a cottage on Satur- 
day night after which Miss Vande- 
belt disappeared, 

Coroner W.J. Grummet says “It 
is possible that her skull was frac- 
tured before her death. I suspected 
it at the time I inspected the body.” 

Miss Vandebelt’s body was found 
after a night long search by her 
friends and a police search which 
lasted throughout Monday. 

The body was lying in a swamp 
against a tree, a belt tied around 


the neck. Grief stricken parents 
of the girl are convinced that |

INVESTIGATING RHEUMATISM 


The oldest disease known to 
man is rheumatism and, while not | 
| fatal in itself, is perhaps the most | 
crippling. 


| When it was found that infected 
teeth and tonsils often caused

That infection “somewhere” in the 
body is the most frequent single | 
cause of rheumatism is the opin- 
ion of most physicians today.

DUPLESSIS ADDRESSES TO- 
BACCO WORKERS 
The tobacco industry in the Jol- 


iette, Quebec, district is an ex- 
ample of what hard work, tenacity 
and co-operation will achieve. 


This is what Premier Maurice 
Duplessis told workers of the new 
Joliette Tobacco plant, (Imperial) 
at opening ceremonies yesterday. 


The Premier told the tobacco 
workers that Quebec is a wealthy 
proyince, a wealthy province chiefly 
because of agriculture, a reason why 
Quebec must remain an agricul- 
tural province. He said, 
prosperity of the province must also | 
rest on industries arising from 
Quebec-grown products, such at 
tobacco at Joliette. 


The establishment of a tobacco 
plant at Joliette, sald Duplessis, was 
an example of the wealth that can | 
be achieved when agricultural ef- 
fort links hands with industry in a 
common drive for production. 

At the same time, Quebec Labor 
Minister, Antonio Barrette pointed 
out to the gathered tobacco workers 
that tobacco production in the ares 
had increased from 20 acres’ in 1936 | 
to seven thousand acres at the out- | 
break of the war. Further increases 
in tobacco growing in the district, 
he added, was in sight. | 


USEFUL INFORMATION ON 

VEGETABLE FOOD VALUES 

The Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture has released some useful 
information on the food value of 
vegetables- 

There have been numerous ques- 
tions, says the Department, as to 
whether greens should be served 
at least once a week. 

The nutritionist of the Depart- 
ment---Miss BJ. Lewis--says that 
this question is particularly import- 
ant. She points out that the green 
leafy vegetables are hgh in vitamin 
A and B 2 or riboflavin, both of 
which are required for the health 
and strength of eyes. These yita- | 
mins are also high in iron content | 
necessary for good appetite, good | 
digestion, steady nerves and gener- | 
al good health. 

There {is no real substitute for 
leafy vegetables says Miss 
Lewis, but if none are available 
we should---in the winter season,

tables for vitamin A and ‘more red 
meats, liver and other glandular 
meats and whole grain cereals. 


Wild greens such as dandelion 
leaves and lambs quarters are also 
equal in food value to our garden 
greens. We should, says Miss Lewis, 
make great use of these greens art 
the time when they are available 
on the farm or the garden plot.

Marian Congress: 


Pilgrimage Honoring Lady of The Gap Is Prelude 
To Greatest Religious Eyent in Canada’s History 


OTTAWA, Canada, (NEA)--The 
air was still with reverence. 

Bare-headed, bdlack-clad priests 
stood in prayer. Nuns in wine- 
colored robes, young children and 
their parents, silently watched as 
the Archbishop performed the 
benediction before the Statue of 
The Lady of The Gap. 

This was a pilgrimage, an open- 
ing service in preparation for the 
Marian Congress—the greatest re- 
ligious event in the history of 
Canada and probably the North 
American continent. 

‘The statue of The Lady of The 
Gap rested quietly in the garden 
of a Catholic convent, within 
sight of Lansdowne Park, Ottawa 
—center of Congress activities. At 
her feet were pilgrims of faith, 
some of whom had walked 260 
miles in her procession from Du- 
Gap to Ottawa, Canada. 

These were the forerunners, the 
first of some 100,000 to 200,000 
people on hand to attend one of 
the largest religious spectacles in 
history. These were people who 
had come from all parts of the 
world to the Canadian capital in 
mass mumbers to intercede for 
permanent world peace through 
the medium of public prayer and 
religious ceremonies. 

THE OBJECTIVE PEACE 

Said James. Charles Cardinal 
McGuigan, Archbishop of To- 
ronto, ranking Canadian prelate 
and special Papal legate to the 
Congress. 

“The special and supreme ob- 
jective of the Marian Congress is 
peace, a lasting and just peace. 
The masses and religious exer- 
cises of the Congress will be of- 
tered to that end so that the gath- 
ering as a whole may constitute 
a2 uniting of many peoples of dif- 
ferent nations in prayer for peace.” 
’ Preparation for the Congress 
had not been without dispute. 
Lansdowné Park 1s undoubtedly 
the’ only baseball park in the 
world with a cross 155 feet high 
in the outfield. Home of the Ot- 
tawa professional baseball team, 
it was a wartime military train- 
ing center. 

More than 150,000 feet of lum- 
ber were used in converting the 
athletic grounds for. the Congress. 
Some ‘100,000 feet of wallboard 
and 85,000 feet of fibre board had 
been utilized for seats, a Reposi- 
tory and a huge open alr ca- 
thedral, 

Home-starved veterans and citi- 
vens of-Canada were quick to 
protest this use of materials that 
could have been used for homes, 
but sponsors of the giant rell- 
gious event pointed out that the 
lumber was to be reclaimed and 
resold for construction and home 
building, with preference given to 
war veterans who had been un- 
able to obtain materials.

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U.S., Mexico Are Gaining Ground 
In Fight Against Cattle Disease 


Foot-and-Mouth Virus 
Confined for First 
Time since Outbreak

Washington, (NEA).—The com- 
bined U.S.—Mexican forces fight- 
ing the dread foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease, which has been ravaging 
herds in Southern Mexico since 
the first of the year, at last are 
fighting a winning battle. 


‘That's the latest report from Dr, 
B. T. Simms, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, and director 
of America’s part of the effort to 
combat the disease, He just re- 
turned from Mexico. 

Up to 17,000 infected head of 
cattle, pigs, sheep and goats a week 
are being slaughtered. And 60 days 
have passed without having to ex- 
tend the quarantine boundaries be- 
yond a 55,000 square-mile area. This 
is the first news of the disease be- 
ing contained within a specific area 
for that long. 

Simms’ report is the first really 
encouraging news U. S. cattlemen 
have had since the outbreak. The 
virus has never been reported closer 
than 300 miles below the border. 
But as long as the disease even ex- 
ists on the North American contin- 
ent, it is a constant menace to the 
U.S. food supply ahd the nation’s 
$12,000,000,000 livestock industry. 

The goal of the U.S.-Mexican 
commission fighting the disease 1s 
to set up 24-hour striking force 
teams all over the area. When a 
farmer reports an animal suspect- 
ed of being infected a team makes 
the diagnosis. If the animal is dis- 
eased, the farmer's whole herd ts 
appraised, the animals slaughter- 
ed and buried in quicklime, the 
area disinfected and the farmer 
paid off, all in one day. 

Some of the teams are operating 
on the on-day basis now, Simms 
says. But sometimes there are de- 
lays up to two weeks after a 
farmer makes his first report 
Communications are bad,

to help kill the germs. Bulldozers 
then push the dirt back over the 
carcasses. No animals are allowed 
back in pastures which the diseas- 
ed animals used for months after- 
wards. 

Simms reports that small trucks 
loaded with Mexican coins ac- 
company the slaughter teams so 
farmers can be pald for thelr cat- 
tle immediately. Payment ranges 
from $50 to $85 a head. Hogs 
being approximately $40, From $5 
to $10 is paid for sheep and goats. 

Mexico and the U.S. each have 
spent close to $5,000,000 in the 
struggle to date, including .pay- 
ments to farmers. About 150 Am- 
ericans are werking on the eradi- 
cation prograr, in the area now, 
with an estimated 11,000 Mexicans, 
mostly troops. 

A bill for another $65,000,000 
which is what the experts think 
it will cost to continue the fight 
against the disease, is now in 
Congress. Some estimates even go 
as high as $250,000,000 for the to- 
tal cost to the American taxpayer 
for completing erasing the dis- 
ease in Mexico. 


Dr. Simms estimates that 80,000

how many will eventually have to 
be killed or how long it will take. 

The U.S. Government Is being’ 
urged to set up a laboratory some- 
where off the American continent 
where the disease can be studied 
and a cure for it sought. The virus 
{s so infectious no laboratory ex- 
periments on it have been per- 
mitted anywhere on the North 
American continent. 


The Germans developed a ser- 
um which Dr. Simms says 18 
fairly successful in curing the dis- 
ease. But he adds if the U.S, were 
to try to use the serum in Mexico 
to stamp out the disease, it would 
take centuries. Slaughtering 1s 
the only sure way to get rid of it, 
he declares. 

The disease has little effect on 
humans. In cattle it shows up in 
blistered hoofs, and soré tongues 
and mouth, causing death by 
staryation because it keeps them 
from walking and eating. It 1s 
pretty well established that the 
current outbreak was causéd by 
the importation of cattle {from 
Brazil, where the disease has ex- 
isted for a long time, 


New Crop Being Studied 
For Farms of Southwest

Tucson, Ariz, (NEA). Farmers in 
southern Arizono and the adjacent 
corner of California are beginning 
to plant a new crop which they 
hope will add to their cash income 
and, at the same time, improve 
their soil for other crops. 

This {s guar, a drought-resistant 
legume from India, which was !n- 
troduced to this country as a 
green manure and cover crop, but 
now is being considered as a pos- 
sible major domestic source of 
vegetable gum. 

Vegetable gums have become 
increasingly important, during the 
past ten years, for various pur- 
poses. They are used to stabilize 
and thicken salad dressings, ice 
cream mixes, bakery products; 
they appear in textile warp ssizes, 
printing pastes and finishes, and 
are used in sizing paper and hy- 


Grating cellulose fibres. 

Locust bean flour, the most 
widely used, has to be importea 
The supply has been uncertain, 
No domestic source has been de- 
veloped. Guar is believed to show 
promise of furnishing a consistent, 
easily-reguiated supply of gum- 
containing seed. 

A major milling company has 
been promoting cultivation in this 
area, and working on processing 
problems, for four years now. 

One advantage of guar from 
the farmer’s standpoint is that it 
can enable him to use his land the 
year around. Barley and wheat, 
for example, are planted here be- 
tween. the middle of December and 
the end of January, and harvested 
between May 15 and June 15, Plax 
fs planted Noy. 1 to Dec. 15, and 
harvested from the first of June to 
the middle of July. 


The same land can be used for 
guar, planted between the middle 
of June and the middle of July 
and harvested between Noy, 1 and 
the end of the year. 

The new crop utilizes surfate 
water to advantage; its tap root 
stirs up and benefits heayy sdil, 
to the advantage of the next crop 
It is resistant to insects and dis- 
enses 

Experiments will be made to 
determine whether guar can be 
grown in other par‘s of the South. 
Thus far, however, it has beén 
achieved only in the irrigated areas 
of highly productive valléys, where 
the growing season is long, the 
mean annual temperature rangés 
from 69 to 74 degrees F., and rain- 
fall 1s so low that moisture can be 
controlled rigidly. It preférs loamy 
to sandy soll, and is allergic to both 
weeds and high alkalinity.

In addition to mounted wild 
animals—Morse has shot 212 out of 
a possible 216 species in. British 
East Africa—there are weapons, 
shoes, art treasures, pictures, 
Jewelry and dozens of other cate- 
gories of pieces collected the 
world over. 


When V-J Day ended his war- 
forced holiday, Morse started 
sending cables and letters to ar- 
range this most recent trip. Last 
November the 12-year-old hunter 
and his 54-year-old wife flew to 
Nairobi, Africa, 


Even then, they were among 
the first postwar American ex- 
peditions into the Tanganyika 
area. They found the hunting 
good and after a few weeks in the 
bush country bagged three ele-

VERY IMPORTANT POSITION | 


Some very important and infor- 
iative discussions on assessment 
ave taken place this week at the 
ixth annual meeting of Associa~ 
ion of Assessing Officers of On- 
ario which was held at Sudbury, 
It is rather significant to note 
he stress which the leading spea- 
ers at the convention placed upon 
ne {mportance of selecting the 
ight assessor if a satisfactory so- 
ution to assessment problems is 
9 be found. 
The president of the association 
tressed the importance of paying 
qualified man an adequate sa- 
ary to do a thorough and satis- 
actory job of assessing. He said 
hat this was most important, He 
lso emphasized the ruinous effect 
vhich outside pressure or inter- 
erence from elected representa- 
ives could have on the assessor's 
vork. If was important, the presi- 
lent said, that an assessor be ab- 
olutely free to do his work con- 
clentiously without fear of dis- 
rimination in the matter of salary 
r otherwise. 


Another important point brought | 


ut at the meeting dealt with 
jualifications of an assessor. It was 
winted out by George Hurst, su- 


lervisor of special assessments, 
\scessment Division, Toronto, that 
vhile the duties of an assessor 


vere outlined in the present As- 
essment Act no mention was made 
f the qualifications essential to 
eing a good assessor. He suggest- 
d that the Act be amended to 
lefine, at least to some degree, the 
jualifications of a person who may 
Ye appointed to this very tmpor- 
ant post. 


Some time ago Town Council 
vere anxious to change the pre- 
ent system of assessment in Lind- 
ay and it was the plan at that 
ime to hire a man at $1,500 per 
fear to operate a more or less cul 
nd dried assessment system, It 1s 
iow fairly obvious that the experts 
in assessment matters are conyin- 
ed that fair and equitable as- 
ecsment depends to a far greater 
legree upon the “assessor” than 
he “system.” 


Of course it is realized that pro- 
er- records must be kept for pur- 
joses of assessment, but these re- 
ords should be the slaves of the 
ssessor and not his master, Pro- 
er records, books, maps, plans, 
les, etc, are necessary to proper 
ssessment and should be kept, 
t first and foremost a good as- 
essor {s vital to their useful func~ 
lon, 

The assessor occupies a very !m- 
ortant position in any municip- 
ity and should be chosen with 
quch care, haying in mind his 
iractical knowledge of local build- 
ng and property values and his 
bility to apply it. And of course 
ie should have the cooperation of 
nunicipal officials. No assessor 
ould give of his best while under 
ressure, 


COMMUNISM UNMASKED 

Evidently convinced that the best 
way to destroy an evil force ts to 
shed light upon It, the Canadian 
Ghamber of Commerce has pre- 
pared a very Interesting booklet 
which sets forth the “nature and 
operation of Communism as it is 
developing in Canada.” The Cham- 
ber of Commerte regards the threat 
of Communists to the well being of 
Canada as most serious and holds 
that it has a responsibility to its 
; members and to all Canadians to 
| expose the aims of the Communists 
and the methods they employ, and 
to draw it to the attention of all 
citizens. 

The Chamber's report states thet 
“The Comintern is more active to- 
day than ever before’ and supports 
that statément by reference to the 
Report of the Royal Commission 
on Espionage and by analyzing 
world events. 

‘The report reveals the Commun- 
ist publications in Canada which 
“present the Party line on all issites 
and seek {ts readers among tho 
workingmen of Canada, especially 
;the many of European extrac- 
tion.” 

Comparisons are made between 


| Canada and one chapter is devoted 
to a comparison of tne rights and 
privleges’ enjoyed by workers in 
Canada with those in Soviet Russia. 

“In a completely Communist 
| world, all religion would be ulti- 
mately weeded out” is the statement 
made in the section of the report 
dealing with religion. A copy of a 
| picture ridiculing Christianity, 
which was used in Canada prior tg 
1940 by the Communists, is used as 
an illustration. 

Stressing the importance which 
Communism attaches to control ot 
labour unions as a prereauisite to 
revolution, the report outlines the 
technique by which Communists 
come to control a union, “It must 
| be made quite clear’ the report 
stresses “that the rank and file of 
union members in Canada and the 
vast majority of union leaders are 
not Communists. 


Communists in Canada are much 
more than just another political 
| party and their activities should not 
| be ignored. However, despite con- 
| tentions to the contrary, it is nob 
| believed that suppression by law is 
the best way to combat this subyer- 
sive and treacherous movement. 
Only as the people become familiar 
with the true objectives of the 


the threat it presents to their indi- 
vidual liberties. 

We believe that any efforts to 
; acquaint the pubile more fully with 
| the true aims and objectives of the 
Communist movement in Canada is 
commendable and that it will do 
more to weaken its status in the 
}eyes of a freedom loving nation 
| than law could ever hope to. 


| FOREST FIRES COSTLY 
| A week Of warm, dry weather 
was all that was needed in On- 
tarlo to pave the way for an out- 
break of forest fires. Several are 
| now burning in the Hearst sec- 
| tion of Northern Ontario and no 
|'one knows yet to what extent they 
| will spread or the amount of da- 
mage they will cause. 
| Every year thousands of acres of 
valuable timber land fs left deso- 
late in the wake of these scourges 
of the forests. Trees which took 
years to mature are wiped out in 
the twinkling of an eye and noth- 
ing but their fire-blackened skele- 
tons sprawl lifeless with the pas- 
sage of these holocausts every 
summer. The tragic part is that, 
| with few exceptions, most of this 
destruction Is caused by human 
agencies. Oucasionally an act of 
God may be responsible for the 
outbreak of a forest fire but more 
often than not careleasness on the 
part of some individual is to blame. 
There has been a noticeable {n- 
crease in the number of forest 
fires in recent years and forest 
officials are alarmed at the grow- 
ing menace to timber reserves oc- 
casioned by them. Every year ap- 
peals are made to motorists, camp- 
ers and others who are travelling 
through forested regions to exer- 
| clse the utmost care with fire in 
any of its numerous forms.

Candy bars, formerly sold at a 
are now selling at eight 
cents, and, from coast to coast, 
children are striking, boycotting 
stores and improving their diges- 
tions by buying no candy bars - 
not to speak of having more of 
their allowance to spend on other 
things. 

The Government, faced with 
this crisis, does not live up to its 
record of smoothing things over 
by fooling the public. 

Bread sells, to take a single ex- 
ample of many, at a low ceiling 
price because the Government pays 
a drawback on flour used in Cana- 
da, equal to half the price of wheat. 
The taxpayers pay the subsidy - 
pardon, drawback - and feel happy 
at buying bread cheaply, 

There is no shortage of bread. 
There is plenty of competition in 
the bakery business. Bread would 
go up if the subsidy were stopped, 
but, the public would pay the same 
price for bread, less the consider- 
able cost of handling’ the subsidy. 
Of course the cost of other ingre- 
dients in bread, plus transporta- 


| tlon charges, haye increased also, 


and this will necessitate an in- 
crease of a few cents per loaf 
once controls are dropped. 

If the Government has to go to 
all this trouble to fool the grown- 
ups, why not try the same: trick 
on the children, and pay a subsi- 
dy on candy bars? Or does the 
Government feel that the children 
would be harder to fool than the 
grown-ups are?

age activities and sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment. 


the judgment for himself and his 
associates, Mr. Justice Roach and 
Aylesworth, made it clear that if 
there is a conspiracy everyone in- 
yolved in it {s eqqually guilty re- 
gardiess of his degree of partici- 
pation. The Harris case, he point- 
ed out, rested on the admitted 
close association between Harris 
and Sam Carr, one of the accused 
who has so far escaped arrest and 
trial, but while the two had been 
close friends and had even visited 
Ottawa together on two occasions 
while the conspiracy was active, 
“there is not a particle of evidence 
that the appellant was in any way 
concerned, in any of these visits, 
in the affairs of the conspiracy.” 

In view of the quashed convic- 
observation of the

TREATING LUPUS VULGARIS 
TUBERCULOSIS OF SKIN 
During World War I, one of our 
patients In a hospital was affected 
with lupus vulgaris-tuberculosis of 
the &kin, The various departments 


of the hbspltal--medicine, skin, 
X-ray and ight, diet and nutri- 
tion, were unable to give more 


than temporary improvement for 
short periods. Investigation of this 
embarrassing disease, which so of- 
ten affects the face, showed that 
poor or indifferent results were ob- 
tained elsewhere, Meeting this pa- 
tient recently I found that he still 
had the disease, but by careful 
living-diet, rest, oyitdoor life-it was 
kept under control. 

That a cure for lupus vulgaris 
may be found by the use of vita- 
min D2 1s, reported by Drs, E. 
Gaumond and J  Grandbols of 
Quebec, Canada, in the “Canadian 
Medical Association Journal.” These 
physicians present pictures show- 
ing a woman of 33 with a severe 
case of lupus vulgaris of the face. 
Illustration No. 1 shows the condi- 
tion before any treatment was 
given. No. 2 illustration shows the 
condition after two months of the 
usual or routine treatment and the 
condition is much worse. Ilustra- 
tions 3 and 4 show the appearance 
of the face greatly improved after 
treatment by D2 (calciferol.) “This 
treatment known as Charpy’s me- 
thod, consists in the intake by 
mouth of 15 milligrams of vitamin 
D2 in an alcoholic solution. This 
dose is given three times the first 
week, twice the following three 
weeks, and once a week for a 
period of months, A quart of milk 
is given daily and 0.5 gm. of cal- 
cium 20 days each month, In ad- 
dition, table salt 1s reduced and 
all fat foods are avoided.” 


The results obtained in this case 
are really amazing--particularly, 
since she developed lupus vulgaris 
at the age of four and thus suf- 
fered with this disfigurement for 
29 years, Her mother died at the 
age of 28 of tuberculosis of the 
lungs. 

Now this is only one case but the 
use of vitamin D2 in other skin 
conditions and in pleurisy has 
been reported recently. The out- 
standing fact in the above case is 
that while other forms of treat- 
ment aggravated the condition, the 
use of vitamin D2 by mouth 
brought about the remarkable im- 
provement. These physicians may 
give future cases vitamin D2 into” 
the muscles, veins, or spinal canal.

POOR EATING HABITS OF THE 
RUNABOUT CHILD 

When a youngster begins to run 
about, he may develop an appetite 
that causes him to want food be- 
tween meals, with the result that 
he or she is not hungry at meal 
times much to the discouragement 
of the mother. There are also 
youngsters who*do not eat between 
meals and they also seem to have 
no appetite at meal time, This 
means then that the run-about 
youngster is a problem when he 
lacks appetite for food, 

In the “Journal of Pediatrics,” 

Drs, Edith S. Hewitt and C. Ander- 
son Aldrich, Mayo Clinic, report 
that among 360 children from one 
to three years of age in a well- 
baby clinic, 82 (23 per cent) were 
reported by their mothers to be 
troubled with loss of appetite. Some 
of the simple directions given to 
these mothers were: (1) Stop for- 
cing the youngster to eat his food; 
(2) Offer mostly the foods that the 
child likes without coaxing too 
much or using threats; (3) Re- 
move uneaten food without calling 
attention to food not eaten, and 
offer no more until the next meal; 
and (4) Give no more than one 
pint of milk in 24 hours, This not 
giving more than one pint of milk 
in 24 hours may be a surprise to 
some mothers because milk is the 
best single food for children, How- 
ever, a youngster with a poor ap- 
petite, who perhaps ts not unwilling 
to drink milk, may have his stom- 
ach filled or satisfied with milk only 
and so will not eat other necessary 
foods. 
Several months later the mothers 
of 91 per cent of these children 
without appetite were no longer 
worrled about their children’s app- 
eites. What was the reason the 9 
per cent still had Joss of appetite? 
These children had behaviour 
problems, which as we know, even 
in adults, cause loss of appetite and 
indigestion and other symptoms, 
too, such as rapid heart, diarrhoea, 
sleeplessness and others, 

“An attempt is now being mado 
to prevent such problems from 
arising by warning mothers in ad- 
vance to expect a falling appetite 
in thelr bables during the secona 
year of life.” 

There {s no doubt that if mothers 
knew that these behavior problems 
might arise in the second year of 
the child's life they would be hetter 
able to handle the situation,

ALCOHOLISM AND INDUSTRY 
It is gratifying to see how al-~ 
coholism {s now being studied by 
health and welfare organizations. 
Gone are the days when an alco- 
holic was considered a moral of- 
fender to be handled only by the 
law. Today he {s considered a sick 
individua) requiring the attention 
of a physician, preferably a psy- 
chiatrist who treats emotional and 
neryous diseases. Thus the sympa- 
thy that was formerly extended 
to the family of the alcoholic is 
now in part extended to the alco- 
holic, He recelyes not ,only sym- 
pathy but also real help from fa- 
mily and friends by the recogni- 
{ion of alcoholism as an illness re- 
quiring medical skill to bring about. 
a cure, Physicians studying alco- 
holics all say the same thing--- 
than an alcoholic can be cured !f 
he wants to be cured. 


Perhaps the most hopeful news 
yet at hand about alcoholism is 
that employers in industry have 
reached the stage where an em- 
ployee who is an alcoholic is not 
considered not worth helping and 
so dismissed, but is taken in hand 
by employment counselors and 
foremen who; seek for him the 
treatment he needs to restore him 
to his best self-sustaining self. 

In the “Quarterly Journal for 
the Study of Alcohol,” Dr. C. Mort- 
enson states that alcoholism is a 
personality disorder, and as such 
is a legitimate concern of indus- 
trial management just as are other 
problems of health and disease in 
general. 


Aside from the standpoint of 
saying the alcoholic from himself 
and restoring him to his family 
and the community, all the effort 
and money it costs pays large divi- 
dends for industry itself, as these 
restored alcoholics have proved to 
be able and productive men, The 
cost of a program for restoring 
alcoholics to normal in an indus- 
try employing 10,000 to 25,000 men 
and women would be about $15,000 
per year or $30 to $60 per alco- 
holic, 

Dr. Mortenson suggests the form- 
ing of a committee representing 
the personnel department, the 
health department and the man- 
agement department. With the 
cooperation of a recovered alcoho- 
lic in the plant and by consulta- 
tion with psychiatrist and help 
from organizations, such as the 
National Committee for Education 
on Alcoholism, this committee 
could help restore many alcoholics.

TESTING FOR SYMPTOMS 
* CAUSED BY ANXIETY 

One of the things we still have 
to learn is how te@ keep ourselves 
relaxed, less tense all our work- 
ing hours. Older civilizations, es- 
pecially the Chinese, have acquired 
the ability to relax so that their 
heart rate is slower and blood 
Pressure less than ours. It séems 
only natural for us to keep tense, 
to be on our toes, to be doing 
things--sometimes important things 
and sometimes things that are not 
important. 

Because we are alert, ambitious, 
anxious to get ahead, many--if 
not most--gf us are overanxious 
when there is no reason to be anx- 
fous 1f we have any philosophy of 
life whatever, 

However, if we have reason to 
be anxious and must do some deep 
thinking to try to successfully 
fight the cause of our anxiety, we 
will keep our nerves and muscles 
tense and so raise our heart rate 
and blood pressure. 

Anxiety, with its rise in heart 
rate and blood pressure, tires us 
and we are less able to fight off 
{llness of any kind should it oc> 
cur. 

Sometimes we are so anxious, so 
tensed that we aggravate any ill- 
ness present so that the physician 
is not sure just how much of our 
symptoms are caused by the real 
or organic illness present and how 
much by our anxiety--which by 
ralsing our blood pressure and in- 
creasing our heart rate aggravates 
the real or organic symptoms, 


In “Archives of Neurology and 
Psychiatry,” Chicago, Drs. S, Sus- 
selman, F. Feldman, and S. E. 
Barrera state that sodium amytal, 
a barbital drug, in doses of 1% 
Brains, injected into a vein, will 
frequently relieve a symptom which 
{s entirely due to tension, within 
one to five minutes. The same 
amount of sodium amytal will re- 
lieve that portion of the symptom 
due to tension in instances or 
cases im which pain from tension is 
added to the pain of the organic 
or real illness present, This means 
that sodium amytal can be used as 
a diagnostic test to separate symp- 
toms of organic disease from symp- 
toms due to tension, This of course 
does not take the place of thor- 
ough physical and mental (psy- 
chiatric) Investigation of the cause, 


but is a help in finding the cause.

EXPERIMENTS TO BAN THE 
‘WHOOPS|’ 

Have you had your baby {inocu- 
lated against whooping cough? 
Many mothers have, but there are 
many who are not sure of the val- 
ue of these Injections, To prove 
whether whooping cough can be 
controlled by inoculation, 600 Lon- 
don babies have “volunteered” (so 
their mothers say!) to be “guinea 
babies.” 

Three hundred of them have had 
whooping cough vaccine..,.uhe other 
half haye had ordinary anti-catar- 
rhal injections and the results of 
this experiment won't be known 
until September 1948, when the true 
value of the vaccine will be estub- 
lished. 

This experiment {s being con- 
ducted by the British Medical Re- 
search Council. Mothers attending 
chjld welfare centres in London 
were asked to ‘volunteer’ for their 
children and those who did have 
their children visited by health 
authorities who are keeping care- 
ful check. ae

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PAIN IN SHOULDER WITH 
NUMBNESS AND TINGLING OF 
FINGERS 

During World War I, in both 
military and civilian life, physi- 
cians and surgeons were reporting 
a condition known as cervial rib. 
One of the bones in the neck or 
cervical part of the spine had such 
a long transverse process that it 
was almost as long as one of the 
upper ribs and was called a cervi- 
cal or neck rib. This “extra” rib 
pressed on nerves and yessels, pas- 
sing to shoulder, arm and fingers 
and causing pain, numbness and 
tingling of fingers. 

Later it was found that excess 
fibrous tissue in this region like- 
wise pressed upon the nerves and 
vessels and caused the same symp- 
toms as cervical rib. 

The treatment of these symptoms 
is rest, as long as a week in bed, the 
patient being propped up during the 
day with each arm in a sling. This 
“Iift" of the arm and shoulder gives 
relief, To prevent future attacks, 
resting and wearing the slings at 
times is recommended. 

In oivillan life, the above symp- 
toms-pain, numbness,  tingling- 
were formerly found mostly in 
middle-aged washerwomen and wo- 
men who did work with shoulder: 
bent forward. Today it is found in 
younger women, often those who 
for the first time are doing hard 
work. 

However, as those afflicted with 
these symptoms do work which 
brings their shoulders forward in a 
sagging position, that the sagging 
of the shoulders may cause the 
pressure symptoms fs the opinion of 
Physicians interested in this cervi- 
cal rib group of symptoms. 
Because vitamin BI is of help 
in all tired and nervous conditions, 
the natural treatment in this ail- 
ment often ts daily doses of this 
vitamin, However, as the symptoms 
are caused by pressure, and sagging 
shoulders cause the pressure, the 
best treatment would be rest and 
arm slings until the symptoms are

Marian Congress 
Ended, Visitors — 
Leave For Home 


Ottawa, Monday (BUP)— The 
Marian Congress has ended, and 
the great exodus from the Domin- 
ion capital began last night when 
special trains and buses began to 
take visitors back to their homes. 

A new fecord was set for Ottawa 
yesterday when it is estimated that 
upwards of 300-thousand persons 
passed through the gates of Lans- 
downe Park--the Congress site-- in 
twenty four hours. And casualties 
from fainting and heat protraction 
topped the thousand mark. 

A record 30-thousand visitors vis- 
ited the Parliament Buildings. 

The Papal Legate---James Card- 
inal McGuigan---officially ended 
the Congress just before midnight 
last night. He prayed with the 
assembled mass appealing for the 
conversion of Soviet Russia, 

Cardinal McGuigan addressed the 
tremendous gathering following a 
triumphal procession through the 
crowd-lined streets of Ottawa. It 
Was a candle-light procession, and 
ahead of the Pope's representative 
marched thousands of uniformed 
men, priests, brothers, foreign dip- 
lomats, members of Parliament, and 
seyeral ministers of the Dominion 
Cabinet. 

At Lansdowne Park, the dense 
throng waited both inside and out- 
side the grounds while the blessed 
sacrament was taken to the huge 
repository, After Benediction, the 
Cardinal spoke, and Archbishop Al- 
exandre Vachon of Ottawa briefly 
thanked those who had participated 
in making the Congress such a 
success. 

A solemn “Te Deum” thundered 
Across the city, the sky lit up with 
a display of fireworks, and ths 
crowd began to disperse, ending the 
largest religious gathering ever to 
be held in this country.

The Prairie farm workers will re- 
main in Ontario during June, July 
| and August. During the latter part 
of August they will return to tne 
| West when a reciprocal movement 
of Eastern workers to the Prairies 
will take place as required. 

US. FOOD TO BUILD STABILITY 

American food can be used to 
bulld world stability. 

Such is the advice of the Agricul- 
tural Committee on National Policy 
in the United States. This is a 
branch of the National Planning 
Association, non-profit and non- 
political organization with head- 
quarters in Washington. 

In order to use American food to 
best advantage abroad, the com- 


mittee would continue U-8 Govern- | 


ment controls over exports and im- 
ports of selected farm product, It 
advises that controls which do not 
relieve starvation and dis-organiz- 
ation abroad should be dropped. 

Present export-import controls in 
the United States expire at the 
end of this month. President Tru- 
man wants them continued but 
Congress hasn't made up its mind 
on the matter. 
"Food, the committee reports, is 
still in short supply abroad, and 
will remain short for at least an- 
other year. The 1947 crop in Europe 
looks bad after # hard winter and 
a slow spring. 

In stressing the need for contin- 
ued exporis of wheat and other 


| foods, the committee says: 


“Americans were horrified at the 
Starving people at Buchenwald and 
in other concentration camps of the 
Nazis. Yet the ration in some parts 
of Europe is now nearly as low 
a5 at Buchenwald.” 

The American Committee es- 
Umates that Europe will need 
at least 14 million tons of cereal 
from the American continent 
for the 12 months after July 
the first of this ‘year. And 
that will only keep rations just a 
little above the starvation level. 

The group fears that if controls 
over cereals, rice, fats and oils are 
lifted the nation with dollar ex- 
change will buy up those commod- 
ities in the United States. The most 
hungry nations are in no financial 
position to bid against the richer 
countries, So American exports 
would be distributed according to 
dollar power, not according to need. 

Says the committee, again quoting 
from its formal statement: 

“Farmers, realize that if export 
lifted---wheat, oats, 
barley and corn prices might rise. 
But such a price increase would be 
bought at the costs of disorganiz- 
ing the flow of food to starving 
people.” 


EMIGRATING FASTER THAN 
IMMIGRATING 

It has been learned in Ottawa 
that emigration from Canada to 
South America of Western farm 
workers on a scale larger than the 
present influx of new settlers from 
Europe is expected to get under- 
way shortly. 


Mennonites from the province of | 


Manitoba and Hutterites from Al- 
berta are reported as about to ab- 
andon their farming operations on 
the Prairies in substantial num- 
bers and trek to the Chace district 
of Paraguay, 

Sources in the Capital say that 
the movement will involve some 
32 hundred persons. First Menno- 
nit colony to move is expected to 
be the one at Summerfield, Mani- 
toba, with other following at in- 
tervals during the summer, 

The Hutterite movement, {it has 
been iearned, is sald to not affect 
existing colonies in Alberta. But 
it will be a plan of settlement for 
surplus population which has ac- 
cumulated, and which is prevented 
from establishing settlements by 
the recently enacted provincial 
law of Alberta which says that no 
Hutterite community may be set 
up within a 25 mile radius of an
